CAN TILDEN CARRY NEW YORK! 
Apectal Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Br. Louis, Mo., June . — About one-third 
the delegates to the approaching Democratic 
Convention are in town to-night, besides a large 
number af the party managers from all parts of 
the Union, and they all have already ombarked 
in the business of President-making in as sol- 
emn earnest as though the Democratic party 
had anytyiag todo with it save, of course, to 
organe? another great Democratic de 
feat. Tilden men, who were 
rst upon the ground and opened thecan- 
vase in his) behalf with an exceeding flourish, 
to-night begin to manifest apprehension as tothe 
attacks made upon him within the New York del- 
egation, and backed up by Tammany and other 
powerful influences in the party in New York. 
The attitude in which it places Tilden (as Thom- 
as Kinsella, of the Brooklyn agile, and one of 
Tilden’s warmest supporters, explained) is most 
critical. If Tilden be defeated before the Con- 
vention here for the Presidency, his nominatjon 
for Governor of New York will also be made 
impossible, for he can only be defeated here by 
bis antagonists in the partyin New York, whose 
triumph here would signify their triumph and 
Tilden’s overthrow there. Heis put forward as 
pre-eminently 

THE SOLE REPRESENTATIVE OF REFORM 
accomplished under a Democratic administra- 
tion, though, in fact, it hasn’t been much of a 
reform either, but (as Lieut.-Gov. Dorsheimer 
of New York put it in his speech at 
the Lindell Hotel meeting to-night) Tilden is 
the General on the Democratic side who has 
won a Victory for reform, while (as Dorsheimer 
deftly left to be implied) no other Democrat 
for the Presidency is liable toa suspicion of 
having made any approach to doing anything of 
the sort. This is supplemented by ascribing the 
entire opposition to him in New Tork 
to the Canal Ring and the Tammany 
Ring. The anti-Tilden men from 
that State are not in the least frightened at 
being called names, and retort without mincing 
their words. They assert, on every possible oc- 
casion, and go about making occasions to re- 
peat, that Tilden as a reformer is 

AN UNMITIGATED FRAUD ; 
that he only became a reformer when it became 
necessary to make a profession of being 
such; that he has besides demoralized 
the party in the State, which it is 
utterly impossible fof him to carry. 
They claim to have twenty-five of the New York 
delegation. and threaten to announce on the 
first ballot in the Convention that, under the 
unit rule, they are obliged to vote for Tilden, 
but that they implore the Convention not to 
insure the defeat of the party by his nomina- 
tion. Their tone toward him is even more 
bitter than that expressed in the inter- 
views with some of them published in 
Tun Trrcons. Tammany Sachem John 
Kelly, August Schell, ex-Speaker Litlejohn, and 
others no less prominent in New York politics, 
are here leading the fight against Tilden. 
THEY WILL RECEIVE REINFORCEMENTS 
in some 500 anti-Tilden New York politicians, 
who will arrive in the morning, at the prospect 
of whose coming the Tildenites cannot conceal 
their chagrin. Tilden manifestly, thus far, has 
a decided majority of the delegates who have 
arrived, and, doubtless, also of those 
yet to arrive, but his support has 
no enthusiasm about it. It is solely upon the 
score of expediency. He is supported because, 
it is claimed and has been believed, he can carry 
New York, without the electoral vote of which 
State, it is conceded, the Democracy cannot suc- 
ceed. Since the nomination of Hayes, the pros- 
pects of a Democratic victory in either Ohio or 
Indiana, it is conceded by the veriest 
unterrified, have been reduced to 2 
mintmum. The test question in the mind 
of every one of Tilden’s su rs outside his 
own State is, Can he carry New York!

| of Abdul-Aziz, the ex-Sultan of Turkey, has been 


received with general incredality. This is scarce- 
ly astonishing. It is impossible to deny that a de- 
termined suicide ora maniac—as Abdul-Azis is 
now represented to have been—might inflict such 
wounds on his extremities as sho cause death 
by hemorrhage, but the success of such an opera- 
tion extremely improbable; so unlikely. 
hat the world may be excused 
hesitating to — explanation 
offered in this case as eminently wneatlafactory. 
We have no special claim. as a professional organ, 
to offer ouropimion as to general considerations 
which seem to make the hypothesis propounded 
almost untenable.

It was also 
covered with coagulated blood. so that the pre- 
sumption would be thatthe body had not been 
cleansed in any way, doubtless in order that the 
medical men might be able to form a just and con- 
clusive opinion. Then why was the bogy moved 
from the position. in which it wasfotnd? The 
surroundings undisturbed would have thrown 
much light on the case. It would 
have been incomparably more satisfac- 
ory to have found the scissors where 
— were drppped by the suicide, and the acces- 
sories in sifu. „ * „ The nineteen physicians 
were allowed to inspect ‘‘a pair of scissors ten 
centimetres in lengt very 6 2 and of which 
one of the blades had a ematt lateral knob near the 
extremity,” and told that with this instrument 
the death was caused. They arrived at the con- 
clusion that this instrument might have been used 
to produce the wounds found on the bay, — 
moreover, that the fact of its being used won! 
imply suicide. The inference is derived from 
the possibihty. The direction of the wounds also 
helped the jury of experts to the conclusion that 
the death of the ex-Sultan Abdul Aziz was the 
work of his own hands. We can only regret that 
the incidental circumstances of the case were not 
more fully detailed by the physicians to whom they 
were submitted. We fear there may still be doubt- 
era, and, besides, not a few unprejudiced persons 
who would like to know more. 

The British Medical Journal says: 

We must express our opinion that the official 
medical report of the death of the Sultan trans- 
mitted by telegraph is most unsatisfactory. ina 
cuse of such importance, and in which snspicion 
was likely to arise, a careful post mortem examin- 
ation of the body should have been made. In place 
of this we have a loose description of the appear- 
ances presented by the outside of the body only: 
1. A wound, 2 inches long, below the bend 
of the le arm, with slashed and ir- 
regular ‘edges, proceeding from above 
downwards, and from within outwards. 
It had cut through the superficial veins, and par- 
tially divided the ulnar artery. 2. At the bend of 
the right arm there was a slight oblique wound, 
less than au inch in length. This bad divided the 
small vein only, leaving the main artery untouch- 
ed. 3. There were streaks of blood upon the arms 
and legs.. A pair of scissors, 4 inches long, was 
produced, and we are told that these were 
very sharp, that they were stained with 
blood, and one of the blades had a 
small lateral knob at the extremity. We 
have no account of the amount of blood 
found near the bedy—one of the most important 
elements in forming an opinion of death from 
hemorrhage. We have no description of the state 
of the interior of the body, whether it presented 
the marks of having been drained of blood, whether 
death had been cansed from asphyxia from the 
thrusting of a ping sate the throat, or by any other 
mechanical cause to obstruct breathing. Upon this 
imperfect and unsatisfactory examination of a dead 
body nineteen physicians are said to have come to 
the unanimous conciusion—1l. That the death of 
the Sultan Abdul Aziz was occasioned by hemor- 
rhage from the ulnag artery; 2,(that the ecissors 
shown to them might have produced the wounds 
found on the arms; and 3, that the direction and 
nature of the wounds, as well as the Instrument 
said to have produced them, led them to the con- 
clusion that (he case Was one of suicide, In our 
view, the only conciusion justified by the facts re- 
vealed je the second--vis,, that the wounde 
on the arma might have bee rodueed by 
the aclesere, A wound of the ulnar artery may 
prove fatal, but it would nol procues rapid death, 
and if hemorrhage had feally been the cauee of 
death, de the bleeding would #6 on #0 long as the 
rau lived, « large quantity ef blood should 
ave been found near the dead body, The wounde 
in the arm do not furnieh, either by direction oF 
porition, any proof whatever of auicide, Any 
other perfeon might have prodqaee them with 
the eciesure found near the bddy, The evidence of 
Iwo cotipetent mon, Wilh an efamination of the 
interior of the body, would have dune more to aat- 
lefy the public mind respecting suicide ur homicide 
than the nnanimity of nineteen physicians who 
could certify that this was an act of suicide from 
such imperfect data. As it is, their report will only 
excite serious doubts of the real cause of death.

Friday, Dec. 17, 1875, the City of Paris, III., was 
thrown into an unusual excitement by the mur- 
der of Jacob Redmon, a boy aged about 18, by 
his stepfather, W. Harry Johnson. The mur- 
der was one of the most cold-blooded and un- 
provoked kind, without a shadow of justifica- 
tion, 
Johnson, the murderer, wal well known to 
the people of Paris as a desperado of 
the worst kind,—a low, mean, sneaking 
scoundrel, who had been engaged in 
numerous fights and cuttfug affrays. Only 
a few years ago he stabbed James Cunningham 
so severely that his Hife was despaired of, and 
Johnson had a narrow escape from the gal- 
lows. 

Within five minutes after the murder was 
committed, Johnson was arrested by City-Mar- 
shal A. W. Owens, and placed in charge of 
Deputy-Sheriff Will Slemons, who conveyed 
him to jail, after searching his person for the 
weapon with which the murder was committed, 
but without success. On asking him what he 
had done with it, he told them “It was pone of 
their G—d d—d business; if they wanted the 
revolver, to find it.“ On Johnson's person were 
found a half-pint bottle full of whis- 
ky and un jack-knife. The search 
for the revolver was continued by Marshal 
Owens, who finally found it in an asb-barrel, 
shoved down among the ashes. It was a large 
navy revolver of Colt’s patent, and had one 
barrel empty. 

Jake Redinon was fatally wounded, and lin- 
gered in great agony until Friday evening, Dec, 
M4, 1875, when he died, The ball entered the 
body near the collar-bone, and passed down- 
ward, backward, and inward, euttiag off the 
third rib, and lodging near the apine, In ite 
Kurse, the ball passed through the upper lobe 
of the right lung, making a wound nearly g 
Inches long, also cutting the external jugular 
vein and the lining of the internal jugular voin,

THE TRIAL 

The case of The People of the State of Illinois 
ve. W. A. Johnson, charged with murder, was 
called at the beginning of the March term (1876) 
of the Edgar County Cireult Court. Johnson's 
attorneys— Messers. Hunt and Woolley—appear- 
ed, and presented an affidavit from Johnson, 
stating that he had bought the revolver from 


one Royal Lowther; that it was out of order | 


when he bought it, and was Liable to be dis- 
charged accidentally in the hands 
of any person; that, at the time 
of the shooting, said revolver was still out of 
order; that he could prove this by said Low- 
ther, who was absent; and that he was, there- 
fore, not ready for trial, and asked for a con- 
tinuance of his case tothe September term of 
the Court. The counsel for the prosecution 
stated that they would admit as truthful evi- 
dence Johnson’s affidavit, and asked that the 
trial go on. This admission removed the 
ground for a continuance of the case, and Judge 
Davis set the day of the trial for Monday, 
March 27. 

The case was called on that day, and the 
work of securing a jury began. The regular 
panel was exhausted and only four jurymen se- 
cured. The special venire was then called, and 
six more of the jury secured before it was ex- 
hausted. Judge Davis then ordered Sheriff 
Holcomb to call on those in the court-room un- 
til the Jury was secured. At 5 minutes past 5 
o’clock, b. m., the last juryman was obtained, 
and the case was ready for trial. 


The case was opened for the prosecution by H. 11 


S. Tannner, State’s Attorney; and the Hon. 
George Hunt opened for the defense. Tuesday 
morning, the second day of the trial, was con- 
sumed in the examination of witnesses for the 
prosecution and the defense. The evidence of- 
fered by the prosecution was of the strongest 
kind, and was not shaken in- any particular by 
the severe cross-examination to which it 
was subjected by Mr. Hunt. The 
strongest evidence against Johnson, and 
that on which his conviction was secured, was 
given by Mrs. Belle Phipps and the crippled son 
of the prisoner. Mrs. Phipps’ evidence was of 
such acharacter that the defense tried all in 
their power to break its weight with the jury, 
by confusing her in the cross-examination; but 
without success. 

It was a sad and touching sight to see little, 
crippled George Johnson testifying against 
his father. His testimony was given in a clear, 
childish voice, and very reluctantly. Sometimes 
he would choke up and break down, during 
which time a pin could have been heard fall in 
the court-room, so intense was the interest in 
the boy’s testimony. In a few seconds he would 
recover and proceed with his evidence, During 
the giving of George Johnson’s evidence, the 
wretched prisoner, for the first time, showed 
the interest he felt in all that was said. He sat 
with his face buried in his hands, occasionally 
eagerly looking up when George would waver in 
his testimony, but instantly resuming his 
former position. After George’s evidence 
was given Johnson again sat up and faced 
the crowd in the court-room withou' 
flinchins A large number of witnesses 
were introduced to prove that Johnson had 
made threats against the life of Jacob Red- 
mon. 

The evidence adduced by the defense was 
very weak; but, considering Johnson’s bad 
character, it was a wonder they were able to 
secure any respectable evidence. Johnson 
himself was offered as a witness in his own be- 
half. His evidence was to the effect that it was 
all an accident, and that he was drunk at the 
time or it would never have happened; that, on 
the morning of the murder, he was at work in 
Lowther’s saloon, and went home about 2 
o’clock p. m. very drunk, and, shortly after ar- 
riving home, he drank a bowl of egg-nog and took 
a drink of whisky. He then took his revolver 
from the head of the bed, and began examini

AN INTERVIEW WITH THE CONDEMNED MAN.

His 
mother died when he was 14 years old, and his 


father when he was 21; that he had brothers 
and sisters, but preferred to say no of 


them. He had been well brought up, — 
being of a wild disposition, he got into ba 
company, and bad company and whisky had 
brought him to what he was. He 
came to Paris in the 1. 1864; and in July 
of that year he married a Mrs. Redman, a widow 
lady with two children, both boys,—Jake and 
Charley. He had lived in Paris ever since, on 
Madison street, corner of Central avenue. By 
his wife he has had four children,—two living 
and two dead. The names of the living children 
are George H. and Annie Johnson. George will 
be 9 years old in November next, and Annie 18 4 
years old. George is a eripple. Some people 
say I crippled him, but itis not so. When he 
was about a year old he fell on the rooker of a 
cradle, striking on his back and injuring his 
spine. A few — ago George fell off of the 
gate-post, injuring bimself again, and was made 
a cripple for life by the fall.’ 

Reporter“ Have youa trade at which you 
work, or are you a day-laborer!“ 

I have no trade. I am only a common labor- 
er, working wherever I could obtain employ- 
ment. Jake had no trade either. lowned a

If 
he had it printed, he would have it sold the 
day of his execution. He stated that he spent 
his time in reading and writing. 

In answer to a question as to whether his wife 
had called to see him, he said she had not; but 
that his two children had called to see him sey- 
eral times; and that Charley Redmon, his step- 
son, had called to see him on Sunday last. 

As I was bidding Johnson good-by,—the in- 
terview being at an end,—he said he had one

I shook hands with Johnson, and bade him 
ood-day. The Turnkey unlocked the huge iron

Mr. Johns, the Turnkey, m- 
formed me that Johnson was the easiest-man- 
aged of any of the prisoners in the jajl (there 
being five others there); that he gave them no 
trouble; and was nearly always to be found in 
his cell, reading or writing. He also told me 
that Johnson was breaking down rapidly. 
THE EXECUTION.

DEMOCRATIC LEGISLATION FOR FRAUDS. 
The nomination of Hares and WHareLer 


has aroused the Democracy in Congress to 
the certainty of the defeat which awaits 
them and to the necessity of action to avert 
it. On Thursday, when the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill was before the House, the 
section making appropriations for the ju- 
diciary contained a proviso repealing all the 
laws in relation to registration of voters, the 
appointment of Supervisors of Elections, 
and of special Marshals and Deputies to en- 
force the Election laws. This proviso is a 
flagrant violation of the laws which prohibit 
legislation on an appropriation bill, and as 
such should not be tolerated. The Repub- 
licans seeking to debate the subject, Mr. Sau 
Rax pal moved that debate should close in 
half a minute, and this motion was carried, 
—yeas, 121; nays, 75,—all the yeas being 
Democrats. All motions to amend the sec- 
tion and preserve the laws for the purity of 
elections were voted down in like manner. 
The purpose of the Democrats is revolu- 
tionary. Inthe absence of the protection 
furnished by the United States laws, and the 
appointment of United States officers to 
supervise the registration of voters and the 
making of returns, the whole machinery of 
elections in the Southern States will be in 
the hands of the State Governments, and 
there will not even be a pretense of a fair 
election in any place where fraud may be 
necessary to elect the Democratic ticket. It 
will not be confined to the Southern States, 
where the negro vote will be effectually 
driven from the polls, but will be practiced 
in New York. Itwill be remembered that in 
1868 there were notorious frauds in New 
York. Horace GLT always maintained 
that that State had given a Republican ma- 
jority of 25,000 at the election in that year; 
but there was a vote counted up for Szymour 
and Horruax in New York City which over- 
came this majority and gave the vote of the 
State to the Democrats. That elec- 
tion was notoriously fraudulent. Under 
the acts of Congress providing means 
for the prevention of election frands, the 
immense Democratic majority in New York 
City immediately shrunk, especially at all 
national elections. The revelations at Wash- 
ington by Davenport and others showed 
that under the operations of that law these 
frauds were rendered largely impossible, and 
have never been repeated. The law now 
stands in the way of a repetition of the fraud 
at the Presidential election of 1876, and 
hence the Democracy insist upon its repeal. 
The Democracy, to elect their candidate, 
must get the electoral vote of Florida, Louis- 
iana, Mississippi, and Alabama at the South. 
In all these States there is a Republican ma- 
jority, which can only be overcome by force 
and intimidation, which may be practiced 
with impunity if the Federal laws on the 
subject be repealed. But the vote of New 
York is fully as essential as that of these 
Southern States, because without it the 
Democratic candidate can have not a hope of 
an election. A fraudulent and dishonest 
election may be necessary to carry that State, 
and, whatever is necessary, the Democrats 
intend shall be done. They therefore pro- 
pose to repeal the law which authorizes the 
Federal Courts of New York to appoint 
supervisors to see that there be an honest 
registration of voters, an honest counting, 
and honest returns of the votes. They want 
the law repealed which authorizes the Courts 
to appoint registers of votes, and Marshals 
to arrest illegal voters, false swearers, and 
other agents of dishonest elections. The 
law for the purity of elections is an obstruc- 
tion to Democratic majorities, and hence the 
Democrats insist that the law shall be re- 
pealed. Ifthis law be repealed, then the 
Democrats can put down New York as certain 
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St. Louis. Whatever vote may be necessary 
to carry that State will, of course, be forth- 
coming, and the electoral vote of that 
State may at once be counted for the 
St. Louis nominee, without any refer- 
ence to the actual vote of the 
people in November. The people of Chi- 
cago have had some experience of this busi- 
ness. The proceedings of Dave THoxnrTow, 
Guzgson, Ep Par.uirs, and the other gentry 
whose town meeting” election in April 
aroused such a storm of indignation, were 
but faint ripplings compared with the tor- 
rent of fraud which will sweep through the 
ballot-boxes of New York City and Brook- 
lyn, and possibly in the neighboring cities of 
New Jersey, if this Election law be repealed. 
The result actually depending on the repeal 
of this Election law is: Shall the electoral 
votes of New York, New Jersey, Louisiana, 
Alabama, Mississippi, and Florida be de- 
clared to be given to the Democratic candi- 
date without any reference to the will of the 
people of either of those States, or shall 
there be a fair and honest election in those 
States, the electoral vote of each to be given 
as the majority shall decide? That is the 
issue raised by Mr. Sam RaxpaLL and his 
Confederate associates, and, of course, the 
Democratic members of the House unani- 
mously voted for the repeal. 

The proposition to repeal the law is made 
more iniquitous by the way in which it is 
attempted to be forced through. It is at- 
tached to one of the appropriation bills, and 
the Senate is required to vote for the repeal 
of the Election law or defeat the appropria- 
tion bill. That is compulsory and not free 
legislation. It is legislation under coercion. 
The Republican party is charged with the 
execution of the laws and the administration 
of the Government. It cannot administer 
the Government without money, nor can it 
draw money from the Treasury unless it be 
appropriated. To defeat this appropriation 
bill is to practically suspend many branches 
of the public service. In many States, in- 
cluding the southern district of Illinois, the 
courts are now suspended for want of money. 
After the ist of July this suspension will be 
general. The Senate is therefore required 
to reject the whole appropriation bill, or pass 
it and repeal the law to protect the purity of 
elections. That mode of legislation is not 
fair, nor is it honest. It is vicious legislation. 
It is, in fact, part of the revolutionary pro- 
gramme by which the allied Confederates 
propose to seize and control the Government 
which they failed to destroy by force. 


THE NATIONAL EXPENDITURES. 

Senator MonnL, who has been appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury, will not be able to 
resign his seat in the Senate until probably 
the close of the scssion, because he is Chair- 
man of the Committee on Appropriations in 
that body, and because of the wide diversity 
in the action of the two Houses on the sub- 
ject of retrenchment. 

Appropriations are mainly of two classes: 
1. Those which are discretionary with Con- 
gress, both as to the amount as well as to the 
expenditure itself. In these cases a failure 
to make an appropriation suspends the ex. 
penditure, or, if the amount be reduced, the 
expenditure is limited to the sum appropri- 
ated. 2. The bulk of the appropriations are 
to meet expenditures required bylaw. Thus 
the law establishes the number of rank and 
file in the army, with the pay of each man; 
it requires the transportation of troops, their 
maintenance, food, and clothing. Congress 
can at any time change this law, and reduce 
the pay, or reduce the number of officers and 
men, or do both. So with the expenditures 
of the navy, and so with the expenditures 
of the State Department, and of the Treas- 
ury and Interior Departments. But the 
Democratic House, in order to make capital 
by high-sounding boasts of cutting down 
the expenditures forty millions of dollars, 
legislated for popular effect and not to save 
money. Instead of remodeling the laws 
creating expenditures, they let all the laws 
stand, and confined their economy to the 
reduction of the appropriations. Thus, in- 
stead of reducing the army and thereby re- 
ducing the annual cost thereof, they let the 
law fixing the number and the pay remain 
the same, but reduced the amount appropri- 
ated. This accomplished no reduction in 
cost; it merely had the effect of leaving the 
army short of funds and running on credit. re- 
quiring a deficiency bill in the future to make 
good the shortage. 

The Republican Senate, together with a 
number of more rational Democrats of both 
Houses, opposed this reckless system of 
legislation. The Senate has therefore made 
large additions to the House appropriations, 
which additions the House has rejected, 
producing such a dead-lock as to threaten 
the rejection of all the appropriation bills. 

There can be no doubt that there is wide 
room for the reduction of national expendi- 
tures. -They are largely maintained on the 
war standard. A reduction of expenditures 
is one of the most difficult of all legislative 
acts. An expense once increased is almost 
certain to become permanent. The ordinary 
legislator will vote ten times to create new 
or to enlarge expenditures to the once that 
he will vote to abolish or cut down. In re- 
sisting the absurd and reckless reductions of 
the House there has been a danger that the 
Senate would run to the opposite extreme, 
and, because the House had been indiscrimi- 
nate in its reductions, it was possible the 
Senate would as indiscriminately reject them. 
Wherever there is room for the abolition of 
an office, the discontinuance of a sinecure, 
the abatement of an abuse, or the cutting off 
of an useless expenditure, it is the duty of 
Congress to act in the interest of retrench- 
ment. There is, however, a party always in 
Congress that measures the dignity and use- 
fulness of Congress by the magnitude of its 
appropriations. They desire a ‘ magnifi- 
cent” Government, and refuse to understand 
why, with the unlimited power of taxation, 
Congress should hesitate about appropriating 
money.. This party is generally strong in 
the Senate, and retrenchment must become 
an imperative necessity before that body will 
reduce expenses. 

We are glad to see that a portion of the 
Senate has awakened to the necessity of re- 
trenchment. Instead of joining in indis- 
criminate rejection of all the reductions made 
by the House, several Senators, under the 
lead of Senators Epmunps and Suerman, have 
insisted that when such reductions were 
within the discretion of Congress as to the 
amount of money to be expended, there 
should be some respect shown for the condi- 
tion of the Treasury. Mr. Suxrman notified 
the Senate that, unless there was a revival of 
business, there would have to be a compul- 
sory reduction of expenditures next year of 
$15,000,000. Mr. Sanur, of California, 
however, who belongs to that school of 
statesmen who regard the power to tax as 
an inexhaustible bonanza of which the most 
should be made, was clamorous for the largest 
expenditures. Navy-yards are a great feature 
in Covernment for this class, because more 
money can be wasted—actually squandered— 
in a navy- yard in «year than is any other 


a 


item of the public service. Now that the 
Senators have aroused themselves to the ne- 
cessity of many and large reductions in 
the national expenditures, and show a 
disposition to meet the House in 
all cases where such reduction is just 
and proper, and is authorized by law, and to 
co-operate with that body in bringing 
cost of Government nearer to a peace 

ard, there is a prospect of an agreement. It 
is to be hoped that the majority in the House, 
seeing the utter folly of attempting to reduce 
expenditures by merely appropriating half 
the money required by law, and leaving the 
law authorizing expenditures unchanged, 
will, upon conference, yield their demands, 
and permit the appropriation bills to pass 
before the first of July. 


THE LAKE-FRONT BILL. 

With the highest possible respect for Mr. 
Carter Harrgison’s eminent legal attain- 
ments, we must still beg to differ with him 
on the effect of the Lake-Front bill which 
he is enginneering through Congress, and 
we shall require the opinion of some lawyers 
in more active practice before we can be- 
come convinced that the bill he has in charge 
will place Chicago in any better position 
than it is now with reference to the lake- 
front property. His bill conveys the title 
to the property, provided, however, that 
this act shall in no wise impair the dedication 
heretofore made of said grounds.” ‘That ig to 
say, the title to the property will have been 
conveyed, if the bill becomes a law, subject 
to an express condition, and a failure to ful- 
fill this condition will naturally leave the 
title where it is now. The ‘dedication 
heretofore made” was for public grounds, 
and the inference from the wording of the 
act is that the title is to be conveyed to Chi- 
cago on the sole condition that it shall not 
vacate the property as public ground, and 
that, if it does, the act shall be null and 
void, and the property revert to the United 
States Government. 

Now the only reason why Chicago wants 
any further title from the United States for 
this property is for the purpose of selling it, 
though even this is not necessary since the 
railroad companies are willing to take a quit- 
claim deed from the city now without any 
apprehension that the United States will ever 
assert any reversionary claim to it by reason 
of impairing the original grant. That por- 
tion of the ground which they want to buy, 
and which the city wants to sell them, is no 
longer fit for park uses. It is hemmed in by 


‘Waxehouses and railroad-tracks, and the pri- 


vate property fronting on it will never have 
any salable value until that portion of the 
park shall have been vacated, and the whole 
neighborhood given up to business. The 
United States Government has really no in- 
terest whatever in the matter, outside of a 
technical legal interest. Unless it resigns this 
interest formally by act of Congress, there 
is no demand for any legislation on the sub- 
ject. Todo this would be to convey the 
property in fee to the City of Chieago, or, at 
least, quit-claim the Government title with- 
out any conditions. But when it undertakes 
to make such a title subject to a preservation 
of the ground as a park, the gift merely con- 
firms the dedication without in any respect 
assisting Chicago. If there were a disposi- 
tion to resign absolutely and for all time all 
Government claim to the property in any 
event, that fact could have been clearly 
stated, and it would then have been for Chi- 
cago to dispose of the land as it might 
choose. Whatever rights the private owners 
have would be protected by the Courts, but 
they could no longer stand behind the Gov- 
ernment with a technical claim simply suf- 
ficient to stop the sale of the property. If 
Mr. Harrison eould not get the bill reported 
free of the condition now tacked on, we 
think it woald have been better not to ask 
for any legislation on the subject. 


THE ILLINOIS DEMOCRATS. 

The outcome of the Illinois Democratic 
State Convention leaves the delegation from 
this State to St. Louis an indeterminate and 
conglomerate crew without following or in- 
fluence. The same old crowd gathered at 
Springfield which has been going there these 
many years, and they bickered and quarreled 
as merrily as ever. The only noticeable 
change is that Mr. Cool navon did not get his 
usual place as Delegate-at-Large, but he is 
still represented by Mr. Metviiiz W. Fvr- 
LER, who has the distinguished honor of 
having been selected by the Mixx Evans and 
Dave Tuornton crowd in preference to Mr. 
Moran. It doesn't matter much, however, 
who goes to St. Louis, or who sends them 
there. Illinois in a National Democratic 
Convention is as much out of place asa 
member of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation 1s in a bar-room. It represents an 
old Bourbon vote of the rural districts allied 
with the bummer vote of Chicago, and to- 
gether they are pretty sure of a minority in 
the State all the way from 20,000 to 50,000 
votes. 

Nevertheless, there has been a desperate 
effort for several months to make the Illinois 
delegation useful in the cause of Mr. Torx. 
Mr. Perry H. Surrn (whose residence Mr. 
Gus Herrincton locates in Wisconsin) 
has been figuring largely in local politics for 
several months witha single view to secure 
Illinois for Tr:pzn. It has been understood 
that Mr. Surrn carries the TLD purse for 
this State, and on that account he has been 
received with distinguished consideration 
among the Democrats. He has been inti- 
mate with Mr. Storey and has been talking 
extensive newspaper purchases; but, as he 
didn’t purchase, the Times is still for Davis. 
He has been assisted, however, by the 
Staats-Zeitung crowd, who have hammered 
away for Torx and hard-money, but now 
seem to have dropped the former. But the 
trouble is that there are no Illinois Germans 
in the Democratic party to speak of, and so 
Mr. Raster’s free use of German idioms in 
Truprn’s behalf has counted for nothing. 
The Tro movement in Illinois, which was 
looked upon so confidently by Tripen’s 
friends at the East, has been a failure, and 
Mr. Perry H. Smrrx will probably retire 
from politics in disgust. So far from getting 
a unanimous delegation, as he anticipated, a 
canvass of the relative strength shows that 
Tubzu has only eighteen, with twenty-four 
of the Illinois delegates against him. The 
State Convention even failed to instruct the 
delegation to vote as a unit, as it has been 
accustomed to do, so it will not be able to do 
anything effective for T. DIN. 

Mr. Perry H. Surru came very near 
making one serious mistake in producing Mr. 
Manton Marsux’s letter, explaining that Mr. 
Tn was not the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions in the National Con- 
vention of 1864 which nominated MoCuz1- 
Lan, and not responsible for the resolution 
declaring the War a failure. Now, if Mr. 
Suira is really friendly to Mr. Ton he 
will do well not to produce that letter at St. 
Louis. If read to the St. Louis Convention 
it would certainly defeat Trrpzn. There is 
perhaps some little hope for the New York 
candidate yet, if the Confederates are per- 
mitted to believe that he was the author, or 


suggester, or advocate of the declaration that 
the War was a failure. The Confederates 
thought so then, and they think so now. But 
if Manton Manntz shall injudiciously re- 
move this impression, Mr. TUD may as 
well give up all hope of receiving the Con- 
federate nomination. 

Illinois, then, will cut no particular figure 
at St. Louis. It is really proper that it 
shouldn’t, for the Democrats can expect no 
more help from Illinois in the Presidential 
fight than from Tahiti or South Africa. This 
leaves the St. Louis Convention in the same 
suspense and doubt as before the Illinois 
delegation was appointed,—with the single 
certainty that New York won't vote for 
Hewnprickxs, nor Indiana for TILpEN, nor 
Ohio for either of them, nor any one of those 
States for Davis. 


THE LAW OF LIBEL. 

Mr. Davip Dvupiey Fro, counsel for 
Boss Twrep, Im Fisx, and Jay Gouxp, has 
relieved himself by an article in the Interna- 
tional Review, entitled The Newspaper 
Press and the Law of Libel.” To make a 
pertinent comment upon it, it is first neces- 
sary to reproduce the spirit of the article. 
Mr. Fm thinks that the newspaper press 
of the United States is ‘‘ putrescence putri- 
fied,” whatever that may be; that newspa- 
pers are the personal organs of their editors, 
„the instruments of their likes and dislikes, 
their self-love and their spite, their friend- 
ships and their hates”; that the press is so 
conducted as to make cowards of nine- 
tenths of our public men”; that reporters 
are ‘‘ cormorants”; that editors are tran- 
sient and irresponsible adventurers ”; and that 
the best way to meet the charges of newspa- 
pers is to treat them with silence. In this 
instance, however, the doctor does not take 
his own medicine, as is shown by his unusu- 
ally long and venomous reply to the newspa- 
pers which have attacked him, instead of 
the silence and indifference which he so os- 
tentatiously recommends. As a remedy for 
the baleful influence” of the press, Mr 
Davy Dupitry Fm recommends a more 
stringent law of libel. He thinks that ina 
civil action for libel two-thirds of the jury 
should be competent to return a verdict ; 
that actions for libel should have preference 
on the court calendars; that, in order to rem- 
edy the possibility of an award of nominal 
damages, the law should fix a sum to be given 
in all cuses of ascertained libel, unless the 
jury should agree upon a larger sum; that 
the defendant should not be allowed to pro- 
duce evidence as to the character of the 
plaintiff, except in strict justification of the 
libel ; and that the law provide “ that a re- 


_sponsible individual publisher of every news- 
P paper should be registered, 


and that the 
name of the writer should be published at the 
foot of every article reflecting upon 
character.” 

In 1870 there were 40,736. lawyers in the 
United States. There are probably, many 
more now, for the schools, academies, and 
colleges have ground them out very rapidly 
of late years. Out of those forty thousand 
or more lawyers there is but one who has 
been constantly, persistently, and consistently 
attacked by the whole newspaper press of the 
country, regardless of politics, and who bids 
fair to be its target for some time to come, 
unless he amend his ways, and there is but 
one who is sensitive in the matter of the law 
of libel. And who is this one exception? 
Davipy Dupiey Fo has been the attorney 
of Ju Frisx, of Jay Gouin, of Boss Tween, 
and other prominent representatives of public 
and private immorality, stock-jobbery, 
and general corruption and scoundrelism. 
He has bean the apologist for 
public misconduct and official treach- 
ery. He has been the champion of 
the rings and the bully of the forum. He 
has been the inventor of new methods of 
thwarting justice, browbeating courts, and 
bamboozling juries. By his cunning devices 
Im Fisk was enabled to corrupt courts and 
pursue a career of unblushing immorality, 
which was only stopped by a murderer's 
bullet; and Boss Twrro to plunder the City 
of New York of millions, defy its people to 
punish him, and escape with his plunder. 
This is the man, standing between the peo- 
ple and justice, defending fraud, corruption, 
and plunder, whose reputation has been 
made as the champion of official villainy, who 
complains of newspapers, and would so ham- 
per them by legal provisions that criticisms 
of public scoundrels would be sup- 
pressed. Mr. Day m Dupiery Fi will 
have some sympathy for his prop- 
ositions, but it will not come from 
the general public nor from his own pro- 
fession. The rings of the large cities, unprin- 
cipled stock-jobbers, official plunderers of 
city and county treasuries, whisky thieves, 
railroad Credit Mobiliers, land-grant steal- 
ers, political bullies and ringsters, court-cor- 
rupters, jury-packers, and officig, scoundrels 
of every complexion, will heartily sympathize 
with him. The heartiest sympathizer of 
them all will be Boss Twzep himself, who, 
in his place of exile, will re-echo these senti- 
ments, and wish that they had been carried 
out long ago. It is a little remarkable that 
Mr. Dam Dupuy Fir did not advocate 
the suppression of any and all criticism of 
the press upon the actions of public officials. 
This would have secured them a more com- 
plete immunity, and would have been hearti- 
ly approved by Boss Twzrp. Then official 
scoundrels, as well as their apologists, might 
have had full scope. 

The mistake that Mr. Davip Dup.zy Freip 
makes is that he imagines he represents the 
public. He only represents himself,—one who 
has amassed wealth as the defender of 
official peculators and the representative 
specimen of the vices of his own profession. 
The public long ago formed its opinion of 
him, and that opinion has been expressed in 
the papers of this country, which have given 
the reflections of public sentiment as affect- 
ing him and his eminent patrons, Jim Fisx, 
Jay Govutp, and Boss Tweep. There is un- 
doubtedly room for amendment in the per- 
sonal journalism of the present day, but 
amendments are not in order from sucha 
man as Davip Duptey Fm. The murderer 
might as well demand that the Judge who 
tries him shall be restricted from carrying 
out the full sentence of the law, and the 
thief demand that the detectives shall be re- 
strained by statutory provisions from inter- 
fering with his depredations upon property, 
as that Mr. Fro should have a special law 
of libel for his own protection.

There has been an extraordinary rumor in 
circulation for several days to the effect that 
in the awarding of punishment among the 
conspirators against the revenue the noto- 
rious Jaxe Reum was to be allowed to go 
scot free! This rumor may have had its 
origin, or may have been strengthened by 
the circumstance, that in the preliminary 
mustering of those to besentenced this man 
pas not called. We do not believe the ru. 
mor has the least foundationin fact. We have a 
high respect for the judiciary personally and 
officially, anda high respect for the legal 
gentlemen representing the Government, and 


therefore reject the rumor as false and scan- 


dalous. Of all the men whose connection with 
this business has been exposed, Rexm is the 


last man who sbould go free of punishment. 
He has been the head-centre of the whole 
blackmailing and reveuue-defrauding busi- 
ness, and the chief recipient of the extortions. 
As matters turned out, his turning State’s evi- 
dence has been of no service to the Govern- 
ment, as in the only case where he was used 
as a witness his testimony was discredited by 
the jury and the prisoner was acquitted. In 
several other important cases the Govern- 
ment was afraid to go to trial on his testi- 
mony, and abandoned the prosecutions. To 
let this man go free, or go unpunished pro- 
portionately to the magnitude of his offenses, 
would never occur to the Court. It can only 
be the result of the official advice and request 
of the representatives of the Government. 
These officers are too just and honorable to 
make such a request without at the same 
time asking for the unconditional pardon of 
all the other persons awaiting sentence.

In the various calculations for President, 
the State of North Carolina is uniformly con- 
ceded to the Confederates. On what grounds, 
it is difficult to imagine. At the October 
election, in 1872, the State was carried by the 
Republicans, fairly and squarely, after a 
hard contest, by nearly 2,000 majority. The 
vote for Governor was:

At the Presidential election, a month after- 
wards, Grant's majority was 23,904,—the 
Confederates being utterly discouraged and 
demoralized. At the next State election, in 
1874, the Democratic tidal-wave, which sub- 
merged the Republicans of Illinois? also 
rolled over the Republicans of North Caro- 
lina, and buried them under an adverse ma- 
jority of 14,036. But the very next election 
—last fall, at the election for delegates to 
the Constitutional Convention—the Repub- 
licans carried the State. Taking all the 
elections together since 1868, and the Re- 
publicans have won North Carolina oftener 
than they have lost it. The delegates at the 
Cincinnati Convention from that State ex- 
pressed the utmost confidence that HArrs 
and W#HEEeLer would carry North Carolina if 
the Government will take steps to insure a 
fair election, as they did in 1872, and, as 
then, prevent the employment of revolver 
and shot-gun arguments upon the colored 
voters.

Some dispatches from St. Louis indicate 
that T.oxx's friends are marshaling there, 
determined to make a desperate fight for 
him and hard-money. We wish them suc- 
cess, as it would be to the honor of the 
country to have both parties declare for an 
honest currency; but, with the record of the 
Ohio and Indiana Democracy, we 
fear the declaration would not com- 
mand very general respect. As to 
Mr. Torx, his friends had better concen- 
trate their attack on the “two-thirds 
rule,” if they desire to succeed. The oppo- 
sition to Tos in certain quarters, not 
excluding his own State, seems to be too 
bitter and formidable to permit his nomina- 
tion by a two-thirds vote, though it is still 
probable that he could get a majority. It 
will, nevertheless, be difficult to overcome 
the disappointment as to the Illinois delega- 
tion; and even the Staats-Zeitung of this city, 
which at one time looked to Torn asa 
sort of forlorn hope, now seems to think 
that it would not be possible to remove the 
„ prejudice that will be entertained against 
him for his war-failure” resolution. The 
Staats-Zeitung fully appreciates the fact that 
the Germans of this country will never 
approve of the candidature of any man who 
was in any way responsible for that resolu- 
tion; but then they are not likely to go for 
the St. Louis nominee, whoever he may be. 


The foreign advices confirm the old story of 
the cruelties of the Turks. It will be remem- 
bered that a few weeks ago an insurrection 
broke out in a small mountainous section of 
Bulgana. It wasa short-lived affair, was at no 
time serious in its aspects, and was soon%sup- 
pressed. The Turkish butchers, hqwever, found 
time to destroy thirty-seven villages, to plunder 
movable property, burn houses, and slaughter 
old men, women, and children. The number of 
lives of non-combatants sacrificed has been 
placed variously at from 8,000 to 30,000. The 
dispatches say: 

Among the refugees, the number of whom is very 
small, there is not a girl over 10 years of age. In 
the Village of Serustitza, District of Phillippopolis, 
1, 500 persons are known to have been killed. This 
village consisted of 400 houses, and was prosperous 
and peaceful. Every house has been burned, and 
all the inhabitants killed excepta few women and 
children, who took refuge in Phillippopolis, and 


some women who were carried off by the hi Ba- 
zouks. 


For such inhuman crueltics and persecutions, 
which surpass the savagery of the Modocs, there 
must come a day of reckoning, and that speed- 
ily. ‘

THE APPROPRI ATION BILLS. 


rROS?PECTS.

asmineTton, D. C., June 283.—The work of 
Congress now consists of the routine considera- 
tion of the appropriation bills. As a general 
rule the attempts of the House to increase the 
appropriations to-day were unsucceséful. The 
Democratic members frequently exhibited great 
feeling towards the Appropriation sCommittce, 
and even the watch-dog of the Treasury failed 
to bark when their own families went by. Asa 
whole the bills of the Committee were sustained 
in the House. The greatest struggle was 
over the public buildings. Mr. Holman, of the 
Committee, did not satisfactorily explain why 
the building in Evansville, Ind., gets all that 
was asked, while public buildings everywhere 
else only obtained from 25 to 60 per cent of the 
estimates. It was brought out in the course of 
the debate as a remarkable fact that of the 
twenty-two public buildings provided for in the 
bill, eleven were in States that had representa- 
tives on the Committce on Appropriations. 

THE LEGISLATIVE BILL. 

Whether the two Houses of Congress will 
fave gotten through the principal appropriation 
bills by the close of the fiscal year seems now 
uncertain, but it cannot be denied that the com- 
mittees of either House having charge of the 
subject are working with unusual zeal on all of 
the bills in controversy. Frequent confer- 
ences betwecn the two Houses have been held, 
Bome of those promise good results, while oth- 
ers seem rather hopeless. On the Legislative, 


Executive, and Judicial bill, on which 
there are nearly a thousand amendments 
made by the Senate, there have been 
three or four conferences to-day, and 


this evening each House has submitted a basis 
of compromise, and, while neither has been ac- 
cepted nor rejected by the other, both Houses 
have hope that an agreement will be reached. 
The basis of the settlement in either case has 
not been disclosed, it having been agreed that 
nothing should be said of the proposition out- 
side of the Committee-room, but both Senators 
and members are more hopeful than they have 
been before that the trouble feared from a fail- 
ure to pass this bill will be averted. 

THE POST-OFFICE BILL. 

The Conference on the Post-Office bill, it is 
said, is not so promising in ite results. The 
Benate’s Conference Committee on the bill is 
composed of Hamlin, West, and Davis, and it is 
understood they insist on the Senate’s three 


points, namely: the amendments the 
y of Postmasters, pay of trans jon, and 
amlin’s rate on third<lass matter. It is said 
this is the ultimatum, and that ft the House 


does not a , the Senate will stand firm and 
allow all the post-offices in the country to be 
closed, and the transportation of the mails dis- 
continued. The end of the week, however, will

SENATE. 

Wasurneron, D. C., June 23.—Mr. Edmunds 
moved to take up the bill to amend the second, 
fourth, and fifth sections of the Enforcement 
act, lately reported from the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, to meet the objections to the law expressed 
in the recent decisions ih the Supreme Court. 
After discussion, a vote was taken, which re- 
sulted—yeas, 23; nays, 14—a party vote. 

Mr. Oglesby, from the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, reported adversely on the Senate bill to 
authorize the execution of a resolution of the 
National Council of Osage Indians in relation to 
the payment of $180,000 for attorneys’ fees, and 
it was indefinitely postponed. 

The consideration of the bill to amend the 
Enforcement act was then procecded with, and 
several verbal amendments to the first section 
were agreed to. 

The second section, which provides that if any 
person or officer of the United States, or officer 


of any State, or any person exercising power or 
authority under the United States, or 1 State, 
shall deny or abridge to any citizen of the Uni- 
ted States the right and opportunity to vote by 
reason of race, color, or previous condition of 
servitude, etc., shall be —— by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $1,000, and be imprisoned not exceeding 
two years.

shed. 

Mr. Thurman asked: How could a mere pri- 
vate citizen, holding no office or authority, deny 
to another his right to vote?“ The fourth and fifth 
sections of the bill provided for the punishment of 
persons interfering with the rights of persons to 
vote, and the second section should have nothing 
to do with private individuals. 

Mr. Whyte said a more complete trap for the in- 
dividual could not be laid than this. Any private 
citizen who neglected to assist a nevro man in vot- 
ing could be punished under this bill by fine 
and imprisonment. Could it be possible that 
such a proposition should go forth from the 
Senate of the United States? Must a citizen be 
fined because he will not extend his arm to a color- 
ed citizen and lead him to the ballot- box? This bill 
made every man a conductor of colored votes. 

Mr. Edmunds said the law already on the statute 
books had fallen through the meshes of the Su- 
preme Court on account of the want ofa word, and 
the C@mmittee on the Judiciary, so far as they had 
any responsibility about it. did not intend that 
this supplementary act should meet the fate of its 
predecessor. 

After further debate, the amendment of Mr. 
Thurman to strike out the words person or” 
was rejected,—yeas, 14; nays, 24,—a strict party 
vote. 

Mr. Whyte moved to amend the second section 
by striking out the word fail.“ and insert in lieu 
thereof the word refuse, so as to provide that 
any person who shall refuse to allow and furnish to 
any citizen fair, full, impartial, and equal oppor- 
tunity to vote, he shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, on conviction, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $1,000 and be imprisoned not 
exceeding two years. 

Mr. Edmunds said that the amendment was only 
calculated (he would not say designed) to emascu- 
late the force of the bill. 

The amendment was rejected—yeas, 15; nays, 

Mr. Norwood moved to amend the second section 
by striking out the words and furnish so as to 

rovide that any person who shall refuse to allow 

any citizen a full, fair, impartial, and equal op- 

rtunity,’’ etc. Rejected—Yeas, 15; nays, 26. 

Mr. Christiancy moved to amend the section by 
striking out the words person or“ inthe first 
line and insert atthe end of the third line the 
words or pretending to be such officer, or assum- 
ing to exercise such authority,” so as to read: ‘‘If 
any officer of the United States, or officer of any 
State, or any 2 exercising the power or au- 
thority under the United States, or any State, or 
pretending to be such officer, or assuming to exer- 
cise such authority, shall deny or abridge to any 
citizen of the United States, the right to vote,” 


etc. 

The presiding officer (Mitchell) ruled the amend- 
ment out of order, the first part of it having al- 
ready been voted upon by the Senate. 

Mr. Thurman urged that the ex-Senator had the 
right to move to strike out certain words and insert 
others in another part of the section. He appealed 
from the decision of the Chair. 

After some discussion, Mr. Thurman withdrew 
the appeal, and Mr. Christiancy modified his 
amendment so as to come within the ruling of 
the Chair, and it was rejected—yeas, 16; nays, 26. 

The second section of the bill, as reported py the 
Committee, was then agreed to. 

The Committee reported the third section of the 
bill as follows: That whenever by or under the 
authority of the Constitution or the laws of any 
State, or the laws of any Territory, orthe laws of 
the United States, any act shall be required to be 
done by any citizen as a prerequisite to qualify or 
entitle him to vote, the offer of an ouch citizen 


to perform the act required to be done as afore- 


said shall, if it fail to be carried into 
execution by reason of the wrongful act 
or omission of the person or officer 


charged with the duty of receiving or permitting 
the performance, or offer to perform, or acting there- 
on eeding from the race, color or previous con-

vit, stating that he had a right to qualify as a voter, 
and such offer attime and place thereof, and the 
name of the officer or person whose duty it was to 
act thereon, and that he was wrongfully pre-

The question being on agreeing to the section 
reported by the Committee. Mr. Merrimon sub- 
mitted an amendment providing that if any person 
so offering such affidavit shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury, and on conviction thereof before any Dis- 
trict or Circuit Court of the United States having 
jurisdiction, he shal! be punished as in other cases 
of perjury. 1 

r. Edmunds said the statutes of the United 
States already defined the crime of perjury, and 
provided for its punishment. The Committee on 
the Judiciary did not think it necessary to re- 
enact statutes in regard to perjury in this bill. He 
(Edmunds) denied that the bill interfered with the 
registration laws of the States. It was calculated 
to perfect them, and give every citizen the right to 
vote; and, provided that where any voter offered to 
do what the Registration laws required, and was 
prevented from — so, he should have the right 
to vote the same as if he had been regietered. 

Mr. Morton said he would be very glad to agree 
with the Committee in regurd to this second section. 
but he had great doubt as to the constitutionality 
of it. The colored people were entitled to vote 
upon precisely the same terms and conditions as 
anybody else, but they were not exempt from the 
same conditions precedent to voting required of 
others. He doubted the right of Congress to say 
that colored men should vote though they were not 
registered. Congress had the right to punish regis- 
try officers for refusing to register themon account 
of. color, but the State had the right to 
require that every voter should be registered. In 
his opinion it was not competent for Congress to 
override the State laws in regard to registration. 

Mr. Edmunds argued that registration was for the 
purpose of securing the right to every man qualified 
to putin his ballot. The thing to be done was to 
secure to the colored man equal rights, and if reg- 
istering officers excluded bim from doing what the 
State law required on account of his color, they 
kept him from voting, and a remedy must be pro- 
for him. 

= Morton said he was anxious to have the law 
d in such a manner that it should not be sub- 
ect to future doubts. He argued that so far as all

* Thurman spoke in opposition to the third 
section of the bill. and said it was a plain, bold at- 
tempt to alter the election laws of the State.

not apply in any State where, by the laws of such 
State, no person of any race or color shall be al- 
lowed to vote without being previously actually 
registered. Rejected. 

The section as reported by the Committee was 
then agreed to. 

The fourth section of the bill, which provides that 
if any person by forge, bribery, threats or intimi- 
dation, or other unlawful means, shall hinder, pre- 
vent, or obstruct, or contrive to hinder, prevent, or 
obstruct any citizen doing any act required by the 
law to be done, to qualify him to vote on account of 
race, color, or previous condition of servitude, he 
shall for any such offense pay $500 to the person 
aggrieved, and also be deemed guilty of misde- 
meanor and punished by a fine of not less than 
$500, or imprisoned not less than one month, or 
more than one year, was agreed to. 

Mr. Merrimon submitted an amendment to the 
third section, providing tnat if 4 person so mak- 
ing and presenting such affidavit shall willfully and 
contrary to hisoath in that behalf state or sub- 
scribe to any material matter which he does not 
believe to be true, he shall be deemed guilty of 
perjury, and shall, on conviction, be liable to the 

nalties provided in Sec. 5, 302 of the Revised 

tatutes of the United States. Agreed to. 

The bill having been considered in Committee of 
the Whole. was reported to the Senate, and the 
amendments made in Committee agreed to. It 
was then read a third time and passed—yeas, 25; 
nays, 13. 

The Senate insisted on its amendments to the In- 
dian Appropriation bill, and also on ite amend- 
ments to the Naval Appropriation bill, and agreed 
to the conferences on those bills asked for by the 
House of Representatives. Messrs. Windom, Lo- 
gan, and Ransom were appointed members of the 
Committee on the former bill, and Messrs. Sargent, 
Crozier, and Withers on the latter. 

Adjourned. 


HOUSE. 

The House met at 11 o'clock and immediately 
went into Committee of thé Whole, with Mr. 
Blackburn in the chair. on the Sundry Civil Ap- 

ropriation bill. After rejecting the amendment 
— to $750, 000 the appropriation of $250, - 
000 for the continuation of work on the State, War, 
and Navy Department buildings, the Committee 
rose. The session of yesterday was formally 
closed, and that of to-day begun. 

Mr. Harris, from the Committee on Elections, 
called up the Idaho contested election case, and re- 
ported a unanimous resolution of the Committee 
unseating T. W. Bennett, the sitting Delegate, and 
declaring S. S8. Finn entitled tothe seat. Agreed 
to, and Mr. Finn was sworn in. 

Mr. Harris, from the same Committoe, reported 
a unanimous resolution declaring Joseph HI. 
Rainey, the sitting member, entitled toa seat from 
the First District of South Carolina. Adopted. 
Also, the same reportin the case of H. B. Strait, 
from the Second District of Minnesota. Adopted. 

The House then went into Comm#tee of the 
Whole. Mr. Blackburn in the chair, on the Sun- 
day Civil Appropriation bill. On reaching the 
paragraph appropriating $26,000 for the comple- 
tion of the ustom-House and Post-Office at Port 
Huron, Mich. Mr. Conger offered an amendment 
appropriating $10,000 for furnishing the same. 
Adopted. 

The Committe finished consideration of the - 
graphs waking appropriations for public buii 12 
and passes on to those making appropriations for 
lighthouse’s buoys, etc. 

r. Stone offered an amendmdnt increasing the 
appropriation for lighting and buoyage of the Ohio, 
Mixsissippi, and Missouri Rivers from $120,000 to 
$150,000.

The item for the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, appropriating $13, 000, sides $25,000 for 
one month's pay to employes furloughed and finally 
discharged permanently from that bureau, was 
passed without amendment. 

Mr. Monroe offered an amendment reappropri- 
ating unexpended balances for expenses of the ex- 
tended United States and Mexican Claims Commis- 
sion, and for a testimonial] to the umpire, Sir Ed- 
werd Thornton, who has refused to receive any 
salary for his services, was adopted. 

The item for the coast survey was passed without 
any important amendment. 

The items for miscellaneous objects were passed 
as follows: Paper, engraving, etc., forthe national 
cufrency, $175,000; transportation of bonds, etc., 

25, 000; eg oH of food fishes, $30,000: 
signal service, $300, 000. 

Mr. Hancock offered an amendment appropri- 
ating $45,000 for completing the military tele- 
graph between the army posts on the Texas 
frontiers, etc. After debate the amendment was 
agreed to, and other items were passed as follows: 
For the Leavenworth Military Prison, $62. 000; for 
the Hayden Geological Survey, $65.000; for 
Powell's Survey of the Colorado, $30, 000. 

At this point the Committee rose, and the House 
took a recess till 8 o'clock, after notice by 
Mr. Randall that he would press the Bill toa vote 
to-night. 

A quesftgn having risen whether there should be 
a session to-morrow, Mr. ndall stated his 
opinion bat a session would be neces- 
sary, the Speaker pro tem. would be 
absent next week, and it would be necessary to 
elect another Speaker pro tem. in hig absence. 

The Senate amendments to the Navy Appropria- 
tion bill were non-concurred in, anda committee 
of conference ordered. Messers. Blount, Whit- 
thorne, and Hale were appointed on the part of the 
House. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The consideration of the Sundry Civil bil) was 
resumed in Committee of the Whole. 

On motion of Mr. Banning, anitem of $50,000 
was inserted for Wheeler's geographical survey of 
the 100th meridian, against the opposition of the 
Appropriation Committee. An item of $140,000 
was inserted for Prof. Jenney’s survey of the 
Black Hills. 

A number of amendments were offered and re- 
jected, and the Committee, at 11:35, rose, and 
— bill and amendments were reported to the 

ouse. 

Allamendments on which separate votes were 
not asked were agreed to in bulk. 

The firet amendment on which a separate vote 
was taken by yeas and nays was that offered by 
Mr. Kasson, to strike out of the bill the clause 
repealing the laws in relation to the registration of 
votes and the appointment of Supervisers of Elec- 
tions and Deputy and Special puty Marshals. 
The amendment was rejected— yeas, ; nays, 92. 

Mr. Mutchler's amendment striking out the pro- 
vision reducing the pay of printers at the Govern- 
ment printing-office was agreed to without the yeas 
and nays. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Vance, of Ohio, 
to have the public printing done under contract 
and by the lowest bidder was also agreed to with- 
out the yeas and nays. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Randall for the 
advance by the Treasury of the money necessary to 
pay the interest on the 3.65 District bonds was also 
agrecd to without the yeas and nays. 

The next amendment on which a separate vote 
was asked was one striking out of the bill an item 
of $25,000 for the detection and prosecution of 
crimes against the United States, e amendment 
was rejected by a vive voce vote, but Mr. Conger 
insisted on a vote by yeas and nays (in order to 
have a record), and on that: vote the amendment 
was again rejected—yeas, 72; nays, 92, all the Re- 
publicans and many Democrats voting in the nega- 
tive. 

Mr. Sayler's amendment increasing the item for 
the Cincinnati Post-Office from $200, 000 to $300, - 
000 was rejected. 

The next amendment on which a vote was taken 
by yeas and nays was the one increasing the item 
for lights onthe Mississippi, Ohio, and Missouri 
Rivers from $120, 000 to $150,000. The vote was 
being taken at 2 o'clock, when the report closed, 
with the prospect of the House continuuipe in ses- 
sion late enough to pass the bill.

HORRIBLE BUTCHERIES. 

Loxpox, June 23.—The Daily News publishes 
a letter from its Constantinople correspondent, 
dated June 16, giving the details of atrocities 
committed in Bulgaria by Bashi Bazouk’s Turk- 
ish irregular troops. The writer says: All 
movable property has been plundered, houses 
and villages burned, and old men, women, and 
children indiscriminately slaughtered. It is es- 
timated that the province, which has heretofore 
yielded to the Government an annual we- 
nue of $4,000,000, will not pay one-quarter 
of that sum this year, or for years to come. 
Various estimates place the number of lives 
sacrificed at from 8,000 to 30,000. The 
correspondent named _ thirty-seven villages 
known to have been destroyea. Among the 
refugees, the number of whom is very small, 
there is not a girl over 10 years of age. In the 
Village of Serustitza, in the District of Phillip- 
— 8, 1,500 persons are known to have been 

Med. This Village consisted of 400 houses, 
and was prosperous and peaceful. Every house 
has been burned and all the inhabitants have 
been killed, except a few women and children, 
who took refuge in ae and some 
women who were carried off by the Bashi Ba- 
zouks. These cruelties have made great im- 
pression at Constantinople, and the English 
Ambassador has intervened with the Govern- 
ment to put an end to them.

The brilliant black velvet, similar in colur to 
the Ozonid, has a somewhat oblique nap anda 
higher glaze, both analagous to the so-called 
English silk -finish. Neither of these kinds of 
goods loses its color, as the old article did, by 
being stored or worn. 

As to the exhibit of colored velvets, they are 
remarkable, as already mentioned, through the 
variety and richness of the colors and the purity 
and delicacy of the differentshades. They com- 
pete successfully with anything which has hith- 
erto been produced in this specialty.

MINNESOTA WHEAT. 


¢ 
Reports of the Most Gloomy De- 
scription Regarding the 
Crop. P 


A Little Black Fly Painfully Curtail- 
ing Prospects for Patent 
Flour.” 


All of Which Will Stand Plenty 
of Confirmation. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

LaCrossz, Wis., June 23.—Information re- 
ceived by telegraph and mall to-day from the 
counties comprising the lower tier in Minnesota, 
extending along the Southern Minnesota Rall- 
road 170 miles west from the Mississippi River, 
indicate beyond the shadow of a doubt that the 
reports regarding the damage that is being done 
to the wheat crop in Minnesota were not in the 
least exaggerated, aa will be seen by the follow- 
ing advices, Differences of opinion exist as to 
the causes which have blighted the growing 
grain. While some attribute the trouble to 
the Hessian fly, others further west say that the 
baking weather, which prevailed for so longa 
time previous to the late rain, and black rust, 
have worked the mischief, 

A Winnebago City dispatch says the farmers 
in many parts of Faribault and Blue Earth 
Counties were plowing up wheat and seeding 
lands to buckwheat—cause, black rust and 
drought. 

A letter dated the 22d, from Albert Lea, Free- 
born County, states that, under the most favor- 
able circumstances, there will not be more than 
one-third of an average crop. 

A letter from Wells, Minn.: If we get a half 
crop we will dowell. Some new lands will not 
pan out two busbels to the acre. 

R. J. Van Valkenburgh, of this city, on a tour 
of inspection, telegraphs to-day from Ramsey, 
Minn., and says: The condition of things 
both on the Southern Minnesota and McGregor 
and St. Paul Roads is even worse than reported 
yesterday.”’ : 

A Spring Valley dispatch reports the wheat 
in Moore and Fillmore Counties struck by rust 
and the Hessian fly. Prospects are very poor. 

A Delavan letter says: Farmers are plowing 
wheat and planting buckwheat. Some farmers 
are offering to sell their wheat at $1 and $2 an 
are Atelegram from the same place to-day 
says: Farmers are panicky, and have stopped 
hauling grain to market. 

A report from Winnebago City of to-day 
says: ITne wheat crop is dying off.” 

Another letter from Faribault County says: 
„The wheat crop is a failure. It is rusted and 
blasted, and there is a bug still doing bis evil 
work. The fields are as white as at harvest 
time. Fields that looked all right three days 
ago will not average five bushels to the acre. 
Farmers all over the country are plowing, and 
will plant to buckwheat. 

An Easton letter says that many farmers in 
that locality are plowing their wheat-ficlds. 
The outlook is very discouraging. They do not 
hope for more than five bushels to the acre. It 
was supposed that the trouble was caused b 
drought, but it is now discovered that a sm 
black fly is at work at the base of the stalk. 

The s'reeborn County Standard, of the 22d, 
says: For some time past wheat in different 
parts of the county has apparently been suffer- 
ing from-drought. A close examination now 
reveals the fact that a small insect is at work at 
the roots. Unless there is an immediate change 
of programme it is believed that many wheat 
fields will not be harvested.” 2 

Mower County advices predict a very light 
crop. Wheat is yellow, and is dying. 

Ine same report comes to this point from 
Rochester, Red Wing, and Iowa. 

Reports from different sections of Fillmore 
and Houston Counties, nearer the Mississippi, 
indicate a brighter state of affairs. 

Grain is aflected in the same manner, but in a 
lesser degree. 

Reports received here from Northwood, Gut- 
tenberg, Mason City, Charles, Iowa, report an 
equally alarming cundition of affairs. 

B. J. Van Valkenburg returned to LaCrosse 
to-night from a tour of investigation through 
the wheat country. He reports finding every- 


where throughout Southern Minnesota the same 
unfavorable prospects. Of the hundred fields . 
he visited the past two days not one was free 


from the sickly appearance, and farmers every- ; 
where agree that under the most favorable cir- - 
cumstances that can be expected wheat cannot 
average more than half acrop. Some fields of 
the sickly stuff are sending out spindling heads. 
He says he would not be surprised if a large 
portion of the wheat fields were not harvested. 

One farmer at Lansing to-day offered to give 
his crop of 200 acres to any one who would 
plough the land in the fall. 

Saiuples of wheat from all stations of the 
Southern Minnesota Railroad are on exhibition, 
and ou all this a diseased condition is apparent. 

A CORROBORATORY DISPATCH. _ 

Sr. Paul, Minn., June 23.—Numerous com- 
plaints are coming in from various quarters of 
u serious damage to growing wheat by the recent 
unfavorable weather, Many correspondents and

He 
says that not far from the oyster bed there is a 
gravel knoll formed * an eddy on the edge of 
the channel of the Mirimichi. Hap g to 
scan the bottom of this knoll with water 
glass, he observed several large lobsters. Two 
of them were just leaving it, each having in one 
claw a pebble about the size of asmall hen egg. 
He directed the lad who was with hin to scull 
the boat along in the direction taken by the 
lobster, and one he was particularly watch- 
ing crawled directly to and upon the oyster 
bed. It approached a large oyster, which on 
feeling the water stirred, imm oy cl Its 
shell. The lobster lay, however, with the peb- 
ble poised in its claw, and within half an inch of 
the thin end of the oyster shell, and in two or 


three minutes the latter began to open agai 


pe n. 
As soon as it had opened sufficiently, the lob- 
ater, with a quick movement, darted the pebble 
into the open shell, rendering the oyster power- 
less to close it. The animal's feelers were then 
used to extract the contents of the shell, which 
it ate quite deliberately, and then lay on the 
spot as if digesting the sweet morsel and con- 
templating a similar operation on the next oys- 
ter. Mr. Harrington says that nearly all the 
largest oysters are destroyed in this way, but the 
amaller ones cannot open far enough to permit 
the pebble to be inserted.

The beautiful style in which this book is pub- 
lished goes far to prepossess the reader in its 
favor.

Such attributes are as agrcea- 
ble as essential in a volume that must bear the 
handling to which a student’s manual is sub- 
ject. 

It is in the class-room that a work of this kind 
must undergo the trial that decides its merits; 
nevertheless, a cursory examination discloses 
the original features that distinguish the one 
now before us. These are the treatment of the 
Animal Kingdom as a unit; the comparative 
study of organs and their functions in the whole 
course of their development; and the presenta- 
tion of the elements of Structural Zoology prior 
to a discussion of the Ponce ying at the 
foundation of SystematicZoology.

FAMILIAR TALK. 
THE PAPUANR, 

The double number of Nature, dated June 1, 
la eapodially rich and varied in contents, and 
one of ita most Interesting articlos te a commu: 
nication from J. C. Galton, describing the food, 
dress, Weapons, and implements of the Papuana 
of the east const of NewQGuinea. The substance 
of the article was furnished by the Russtan trav- 
vler, Dr. Von Miklucho-Maclay, from Jahore, on 
the Malay Peninsula, and may be relied upon as 
authent Its principal statements aro con- 
densed: in the following account 

The Papuans subsist chicfly upon a vegetable 
diet, composed of the fruits and roots of plants 
indigenous to their island. The most important 
article of food is the cocoanut, which is to be 
had the whole year round. The favorite 
dish prepared from this fruit is a kind of por- 
ridge made of the grated nut cooked in its 
own milk. Cocoa-nut oil is unknown. The yam 
( Diaseoreg) is cultivated in plantations, and is in 
condition for cating from August to January, 
when it forms the principal food of the Pap- 
uans. It is eaten boiled or roasted. From 
March until August, the tubers of the Colocasia 
—a plant allied to the Arwmand the Caladium 
—takes the place of the yam. It is either boil- 
ed or roasted, or mixed with cocoa-nut 
and baked in cakes, which are a prominent ad- 
junct of all great feasts.

the stems. 

in particular esteem, yet it is eaten stewed or 
roasted. The cherry-like fruit of the Canarium 
Commune—a large forest-tree—is dried, and the 
seeds are also consumed. The fruit of the 
screw-pine and of the 8 and of one or 
more trees unknown to Dr. Maclay, which occur 
sparingly on the east coast, contribute their 
quota to the subsistence of the natives. 

Animal food is seldom used; yet, on festal 
occasions, a pig is s htered, and its flesh 
suffices for two or three v — — The Papuan 
pig 1s a descendant of a ive species. It is 
striped when young, but with age turns black. 
It has a sharp snout, long legs, and erect cars. 
Dogs are reared for eating, and their flesh is 
tolerably well-flavored, but The flesh of 
the custus—a small marsupial confined to New 
Guinea—is much enjoyed; as is also the white, 
tender meat of the monitor,—a species of large 
lizard. Fowls exist in a half-wild state in the 
villages, but are seldom eaten, and their eggs 
are — — — > ned. — of every 
species, and espe arge tles, are eaten 
— or cooked; and molluscs and other 
shell-fish, are in request. As salt is 
unknown to the apuans, sea-water 
is used in cooking, in the ro- 
portion of one-third to two-thirds fresh wa- 
ter. An intoxicating drink is made of the 
leaves, stem, and root of ashrub called ken. 
These are chewed, and then cjected, with as 
much spittle as possible, into a cocoa-nut-sheil. 
The meas is afterward filtered through grass, 
and a very little of itis sufficient to destroy a 
man’s confidence in his legs. Women and chil. 
dren are never suffered to partake of this bev- 
crage,—the men wiscly reserving to themselves 
the privileges of intoxication. 

Ordinarily the men cook their own food, and 
the women prepare that Intended for them- 
selves and their children; and “ The two sexes 
never cat atthe same hearth, nor out of the 
same diah.“ The domestic utensils of the Pap- 
uuns include round earthen pots, pointed at the 
bottom, and slightly ornamented with dots and 
lines; plates and bowls of wood, skillfully 
formed and polished; plates of cocoa-nut for the 
lower members ofthe family; forks made of 
pointed sticka, and employed in the double 
capacity of a table-utenall and a head-scratcher ; 
spoons fashioned from the cocoa-nut or a 
molluse-shell; and a grater conalsting of a 
smooth shell in which teeth have been cut. 

The implements and weapons of the Papuana 
are fow, and of the simplest manufacture, “If 
we look at thelr bulidings,” says Dr, Maclay 
“thelr ptrogues (canoes), their utensila, and 
their weapons, and then cast our eyes upon the 
stone ax and some fragments of pebbles and 
„helle, we must perforce be atruck with aston. 
ishinent if only at the great patience and «kill 
iiaplayed Wy these savages,”” The ax ia made 
of a hard stone smoothed and sharpened by 
much pollahing, and tled to a tree-branch which 
hae a bend at the right angle, The cutting edge 
of thie ax Uatially has a breadth of but 98 inches, 
and yet the Papuan will hew down with tt a 
tree-trink BO inches In dlameter, Every adult 
owne one ax Of this sort, and each Village owns 
one or two axes having a cutting edge about § 
inches broad. The stone of which the axes 
are made ta found upon the mountatna, and in no 
great quantity. Fragments of Hints and shells 
ave ised to polish aud finish the work roughly 
hewh by the axes, 

Out of flat and polutod bones are shaped im- 
jements similar to a dagger or to a chisel, 
hese are used for splitting or pres but never 
for cutting, and are worn in the ring encirclin 
the upper part of thearm. Knives are made o 
the outer siliceous part of the bamboo. The 
weapons comprise a spear of hard, heavy wood, 
which is about 6 feet 8 inches long, which is the 
most formidable arm of the Papuans; a lighter 
spear tipped with a sharpened piece of bamboo; a 
bow about 2 yards lovg, with a string of bam- 
boo, and arrows a yard long, with the tip form- 
ing a third of the shaft. Arrows are used with 
a varicty of tips,—some of them barbed, and 
some of them having four or five points. The 
Papuans do not poison their arrows; but, in 
war-time and in hog-hunting, they rub the tips 
with a red earth, Sling-stones are used against 
their enemies; but the large spear is their chicf 
reliance in battle, and is dangerous up to a 
range of from 45 to 50 paces. 

he sole article of clothing worn by the men 
is the mal,—a piece of bark~<loth measuring 
about 3 yards in length and & of a yard in width, 
and wound about the middle. 
tured of the outer layer of bark, beaten with a 
billet of wood upon stone Until soft, and then 
dyed with red earth. The apparel of the women 
is limited also to a single article answering to 
the mal, but com ofa heavy fringe hang- 
ing from the girdle to the knees. In the cool of 
the morning and evening, a long piece of bark- 
cloth is thrown over the shoulders. The Papuan 
always wears a couple of ** 1 smaller one 
hung around the neck, for holding tobacco and 
various small articles; and the larger one, slun 
over the left shoulder, containing bis box o 
quick-lime for betel-chewing, his 1 — grater, 
Knife, shells and bamboo-boxes of dyes. These 
bags are woven of parti-colored t and 
ornamented with shells. Rings of deftly-woven 
grass and bark, mingled with shells, are worn 
upon the arms and ve the calyes.

PROF. WYVILLE THOMPSON. 

The Challenger has returned to Europe from 
its three-and-a-half years’ cruise, and now lies 
at Sheerness, in the very spot she left towards 
the close of the year 1872 for her trip around 
the world. The Director of her civilian staff of 
specialists in Natural History and Chemistry 
was Prof. Wyville Thompson, and very oppor- 
tunely Nature furnishes in its columns a bio- 
graphical sketch of this distinguished man of 
Science, from which are taken the following de- 
tails: 

Charles Wyville Thompson was born in Lin- 
lithgowshire, March 5, 1830. His father was a 
surgeon in the service of the East India Com- 
pany, and spent most of his life abroad; but 
the early years of the son were passed in Edin- 
burg. At the age of 15, the boy left school, 
and entered the Medical Department of 
the Edinburg University. Five years 
later, his health demanding a respite 
from the severe study he had imposed upon 
himself, he accepted the Lectureship on Botany 
in King’s College, Aberdeen. A year later, 
being then but 21, he was somes turer on 
the same subject at Marischal College and Uni- 
versity. In August, 1853, Mr. Thom was 
elected to the vacant Chair of Natural History 
in the Queen’s College, Cork; and the following 
rear resigned it, that he might accept the Pro- 
essorship of Mineralogy and Geology in the 
Queen's College at Belfast. 

During the years now enauing, Prof. Thomp- 
son was a diligent worker,—in addition to the 
regular duties of his position,—exerting himsclf 
to build up the Museum of the College with 
which he was connected, and preparing for pub- 
lication manifold papers on soological subjects. 
It was at this time that he be la studies of 
the group of Echinoderma, which were pursued 
until he had collected the material for a mono- 
graph, Hs investigations into the life-history 
uf the genus Pentacrinuso were capecially per- 
latent, resulting in many new and linportant 
diavovertes, 

Up to this period, the theory had prevatled 
among men of Noten that life could not extat 
below a certain depth of the sea, Avoording to 
award Forbes, there were fixed sones of life 
which were aa followa: Firat, the Littoral 
sone, between low and high water marks) 800 
ond, the Lamtnarian sone, from low water to a 
depth of 15 fathome, ¢ the Coralline sone 
from the Ifathom Tine to a depth of 50 
fathoma; and, fourth, the sone of deep-sea 00 
rale, ox from the edge of the Curalline 
sone to an unknown lower limit.” It was sup- 
posed that the inhabitants of the lower sone bo- 
came gradually fewer in proportion to its depth, 
until they disappeared altogether. 

About 1864, the son of Michael the Pro- 
fessor of Zoology in the University of Christi- 
ania, drew up several specimens of a new Cri- 
noid, while dredging in water about 700 feet 
deep. He continued to find life at even a great- 
er depth; and these discoveries, w others 
of a similar nature, led to a change of 
belief with regard to the existence 
of life at all depths of the sea. Prof. Thomp- 
son visited Christiania, by the invitation of Prof. 
Sars, to inspect the new Crinoid; and together 
the two naturalists decided that it was a de- 
graded form of a long lost family, the Apo- 
crinida, which had been preserved from the great

It is edible, and some 
tastes are I with > The leaves and roots 
of the plant are drastic poisonous. 
The ‘Common Barberry (Berleris vulgaris), 
which grows wild in New England, is noted for 
seyeral curious characteristics. It is beset with 
sharp spines, which are simply leaves destitute 
of fleshy tissue or parenchyma. Ou new and 
vigorous shoots these spines will some of them 
have the interspaces nearly filled with paren- 
chyma, others will be y filled, and others 
again will be entirely bare. This is one of the 
evidences that the spines are really the hardened 
ribs of imperfectly-developed leaves. But more 
—— still is the mechanism by which the 
stamens of the flowerdischarge their pollen. These 
are situated 1 the petals, and are held 
back by their tips r the edges of 
the incurved petals. e slightest touch at the 
base of a stamen causes it to spring forward, 
and by the movement scatter its pollen broad- 
cast. When an insect visits a fresh flower of the 
Barberry, in quest of the honey contained in 
glauds at the base of the stamens, it cannot fail 
to irritate one or more of them, and receive in 
return a shower of the pollen, which is borne 
away on its body to the next flower it visits. 
There a portion of the pollen will very probably 
be rubbed off on the pistil; and hence, a sin- 
gular contrivance, the Barberry secures the ben- 
efit of cross-fertilization. The berries of this 
plant, developing in red racemes when ripe, are 
very ornamental, and make an excellent 
conserve. The Barbe forms an admirable 
hedge-plant; but there is a prejudice against it, 
owing to a fungus which infests it, and is said to

SCANDINAVIAN LEMMING, 

At a session of the Londen Linnwan Society, 
May 4, Mr. W. Duppa Croteh read a paper giy- 
ing hia observations upon the Scandinavian 
Lemming (de Lemnus), which he had for 
ten consecutive summers had an tyne A of 
studying in ita native country, This curious 
little rodent Inhabite the mountainous regions 
of Mweden and Norway, It ta about 5 inches 
long, has a coat of variegated black and tawny 
fur, and foods on Hehena, grasa, birch-catkina, 
ote, It ta a prolific breeder, producing several 
litters in the course of a yar, cach litter num- 
berfng four or five young ones, It thus multt- 
plies enormously ; and at stated periode, gener. 
ally at the approach of winter, vast troops set 
out on a pilgrimage from the land of their birth. 
The cause of these migrations has not yet been 
satisfactorily settled by naturallsts. @ trav- 
elers generally march in parallel columns, and 
in a perfectly straight line, and nothing turns 
them from their course. 

As they advance their ranks are thinned by 
beasts and birds of prey, which continually pur 
sue them; and multitudes perish in the waters 
which cross thetr track and which ee 
to swim, no matter how distant may be the op- 
posite shore. Mr. Crotch states that the troops 
of migrants always take a westward directio 
and, finally reaching the coast in diminis 
numbers, perish in the sea. “In one well- 
authenti cease (Collet), a ship sailed for fit- 
teen minutes through a swarm,—the weter bein 
literally alive with them as far as the eye coul 
see.’ 

Late writers have endeavored to explain these 
migrations by assigning hunger, or the 
ing rigors of winter, astheir canse. The 
“the survival of the fittest has even been 
broached as a possible reason for the strange 
movement. As none of the migrants sur- 
vive, Mr. Crotch rejects this theory, with the 
two others mentioned, and ascribes the 
removal to hereditary influence. He argucs 
that, in a former age, the ancestors of the Lem- 
ming found —— forage on fands now sunk 
beneath the Atlantic; and that the generations of 
the present day continue their lar processions 
in obedience to the habit engendered in the race 
in a remote past. The fact that tossii remains 
of Lemming exist in England, is adduced py 
Mr. Crotch as evidence that the animal pene- 
trated that country when it still formed a part 
of the R ontinent.

Lemming is not completed in one year, as has 
been supposed; but, at various intervals after 
their frequent breedings, they collect in bands 
and take up their march westward. There is a 
curious coincidence between the advance of the 
Lemming and that of the races of men,—both 
proceeding, according to tradition, toward the 
setting sun.

HYPNOTISM OF ANIMALS, 

Some little time ago, we gave a description of 
the process by which hens may be magnetized 
or hypnotized. The experiment consists simply 
in laying the anitnal upon the ground, or on a 
table, stretching out its head, and drawing a 
chalk-line from the end of the bill. Even the 
chalk-line may be dispensed with often-timea, 
the ben being merely held still for a few mo- 
ments. Dr. Hammond relates, in his work on 
‘spiritualism,’ that he has induced a condition 
of immobility by putting the head of the hen 
under the wing, and holding it there for a couple 
of minutes. Then, placing the ben upon a table, 
it stands erect, retaining ite head under the 
wing, and remaining motionless for several 
minutes, apparentiy in a deep slecp.

ABOUT MARKETING. 
Zo the Editor of The Tribune. 

CricaGo, June 22.—The inexperienced house- 
keeper is often dissatisfied with the results of 
her marketing, because she is not a good judge 
of the quality of uncooked meats. Too often 
she is obliged to trust entirely to the butcber, 
who, of course, reserves his best goods for those 
acute buyers who are able to choose intelligent- 
ly and will not be satisfied with an inferior arti- 
ele. A little careful observation would enable 
the housekecper to detect the difference bet ween 
dilfcrent grades of meat as well as to recognize 
the choice cuts. 

Beef should always be mature. Good beef 
will be fat, and this fat should be white or only 
a pale yellow; the lean should be a bright, 
healthy red. If the beef is immature, the color 
of the lean part will be pale and dull, the bones 
will be small, and the feet very white. High- 
colored, coarse-grained beef, with the fat a deep 
yellow, should not be accepted. The lean part 
should be fine-grained, not yiclding too readi- 
ly to pressure with the finger. Any greenish 
tints about either fat or lean, and slipperiness 
of surface, indicate that it has been kept too 
long. Iam aware that some persons prefer 
what is called a ** high-flavor.”’ This simply in- 
dicates that putrefaction is begun, and when 
this is the case, meat, inmy opinion, is not fit 
for the table. One soon learns to know fresh 
from stale meat by its appearance. Any kind 
of meat which has been kept on ice should be 
cooked as soon as removed from it. 

Mutton should be fat, and the fat clear and 
white, Ke wary of buying mutton with yellow 
fat. This abundance of fat is a source of waste, 
but as the lean part of fat mutton is much more 
juicy and tender than any other, it should be 
chosen, After the butcher has cut off all he 
can be persuaded to remove, you will atill have 
to trim it freely before broiling. The lean of 
mutton ia quite different from that of beef, 
While beef ja a bright carnation, mutton isa 
deep, dark red. Mutton should also be mature, 
lt should be 3 yours old to be good, and 5 
years to be prime, und bs good at a year old, 
and more digestible than moet tnimature meats, 

Veal should be clear, firm, and the fat white. 
If dark and thin, and the tissues lying loosely 
round the bones, it is not good. There is but 
little really good veal in this market. When of 
inferior quality, or in the least stale, it is very 
unwholesome, and at the bestis of inferior 
value. 

In reward to the choice cuts from beef, one’s 
own table is of course the standard. I prefer 
the porterhouse steaks on the whole, and think 
the part nearest the thin bone the sweetest and 
juiciest of the meat. In catering for an invalid, 
i should choose either this or the strip of ten- 
derloin. This latter can be secured by buying 
what the butchers call an edge-bone steak; after 
removing the tenderloin the remainder will do 
for the family table, being quite as good as sir- 
loin. The small porternouse steaks are the 
most economical. The tough and coarse part, 
which forms an undesirably great proportion of 
the large steaks, may go into the pot-au-feu, or, 
after broiling, be made into hash, which, in 
spite of its ill-reputation, is really very nice 
when well made. Around steak, from good 
tender beef, does very well if the leg be not cut 
Gown too far. It is swect and juicy, the objec- 
tion being its toughness. To cancel this, it may 
be chopped fine, seasoned, made into croquettes, 
and broiled on a griddle. These will be much 
liked. 

The usual Chicago roast is, to me, very unat- 
tractive. If, instead of allowing the butcher to 
roll it up into a shapeless mass, the meat be 
placed upon the wire grate over the pan, and the 
thin part simply folded under, so as to receive 
the drippings irom above, it will cook much 
more nicely. Put no water in the pan, and rub 
the salt well intothe meat before placing in 
the oven. 

The hind-quarter of mutton is best for roast- 
ing. The ribs may be used for chops, but the 
leg-cuticts are the most economical, as there is 
much less bone, and no hard meat, as op the 
ribs. Almost any part will dofor broth. As 
much of the fat should be removed as practica- 
ble, then cut into small pieces and simmer slow. 
ly until the meat falls to picces. Drain off 
and skim off avy remaining fat, and thicken 
with rice or vermicelli. 

There are several methods of making beef- 
tea. That of boiling the beef as for soup J like 
least. Ifthe patient is able to take very little 
nutriment, and that in small quantities, it is 
best to chop lean beef very fine, put it in a 
wide-mouthed bottle or glass jar, and, without 
adding any water, close the vessel tight, and 
boil it for three hours. Strain and season. You 
will have a very small quantity of pure extract 
of beef which may be given by the tea or table- 
spoonful. In a less serious case of illness, or 
where much drink is required, the best_ method 
is as follows: Take round steak, cut off all the 
fat, and without previous pounding broil ona 
griddle. No greasing the surface will be re- 
quired the iron is smooth aud well 
worn. Do not let it burn. When 
cooked remove to a plate, and 
with a sharp knife cut the surface lengthwise 
and crosswise in as close squares as your time 
or patience will allow. Then turn it over and 
do the same on the other side. Put in a close 
vessel, and pour boiling water. Cover closely. 
In twenty minutes a cupful can be poured oif. 
Skim off the fat if there be any, strain and 
season. Enough water should be used to ex- 
tract the juices of the beef. The residuum will 
be found to be tasteless, like long-boiled soup- 
meat. A pound of beef to a pint of water 
makes a strong beef-tea, and less will often 
answer. A piece of well-toasted bread or a 
little so ed rice may be added if desired. 
Beef-tea made by this method is of excellent 
favor, easily made and very quickly,—a point 


n of importance. 
oi hen the p tient is able to take more hearty 
food, any well-made soup, followed by a choice 
bit of roast, may be served for diner.

Deleterious acids 
may be developed by au improper mode of 
couking, but the fat of beef and intitton, ae well 
as sweet, fresh butter, ure in the highest degree 
nutritious and essential to the repair of tissues, 

Tue ordinary neuralgia patient, or any one 
sulfvring from the various neurases or, wastin 
disease, such as pulmonary consumption, wi 
find it to his advantage to eat all the fat he can 
digest. Cod-liver oil, which is recognized as in- 
valuable in these cases, certainly owes a part of 
its therapeutic value toits nutritive qualities. 

While 1 of beef-tea, 1 should have 
mentioned Liebig’s extract of beef, which is 
available under some circumstances in which 
bect-tea is not easily compassed. Mixed with 
sherry wie it is an excelleut stimulant in cases 
where this is required. 

Of all the articles which are found in the 
dietary for the sick, I know of no single one 
equal in value to beef-tea. It is true that some 
writers deny it any reparative power, but, I 
think, chiefly on theoretical grounds. Any one 
who has watched its administration must a 

reciate its value. It suits almost all cases, ts 

th food and drink, does not raise fever, rarely 
cloys upon the palate, and either as Liebig’s 
extract or freshly made at home is universally 
accessible, Aut M. Haug, M. D.

Such a one as would nat- 
urally ask how to reduce the“ vulgar fraction“ 
in the kitchen. If I were, tne cynic, I 
should suggest that in the reduction 
there probably is the rub, or that 
Lhe cancellation of your presence from the base- 
ment, and the multiplication of $3 per week to 
the remaining numerator for the quotient of an- 
other girl’s wages, might, in your case, solve 
the problem. Or, as servant girls, just like 
other people, do get tired, and. when they have 
done a reasonable dav’s work, that you let them 
reat the same as you were forced to do those 
thousand-and-one Americans who worked under 
your direction. Then pay them what their work 
is Worth to you, rather than what you can make 
them work for you. I know a woman of large 
means in this city who within the 
the last eight weeks has had ten different girls. 
Jam informed by a reliable witness that she 
keeps one long enough to do up the washing, 
picks a quarrel with her, and the girl gocs away 
without her wages rather than stay. Another 
comes and does the ironing, and next morning 
she and her duds are packed off, so that this 
woman has paid but $4 for her eight weeks“ 
work. In the light of such a revelation don’t 
you think, Mr. Howe, there are two sides to this 
servant-girl question 

When you speak of me as being capable of 
keeping à first-class boarding-house, you are by 
far too complimentary. I never was ambitious 
in that line, but if I should ever attempt it, you 
may be certain, my dear sir, I should not deny 
my business as long as I gave my boarders an 
equivalent for their money, and as the board- 
ing business, in some shape or other, has been 
cxtensively engaged in by the early and late set- 
tlers of our town, and by people too who now 
hate to be reminded of it as bad 
as Midas did when the reeds whispered 
to the winds, Midas has asses’ cars,” 
I should find myself in the best of company 
should I ever think of it for an occupation.

To make chow-chow: Two quarts of small 
white onions, two quarte of gherkins, two 
quarts of string ans, two small cav- 
lifowers, half a dozen ripe red 
peppers, one-half pound mustard-seed, one-half 
— whole pepper, one pound ground mus- 

d, and, as there is nothing so adulterated as 
pas mustard, it’s better to get it at the 
ruggist’s; twenty or thirt M bay eves (not bog 
leaves, as some one of the ladies facetiously re- 
marked), and two quarts of 2 cider or wine 
vinegar. Peel the onions, ve the cucum- 
bers, string the beans, and cut in pieces the cau- 
Jifower. Put all in a wooden tray, and sprinkle 
well with salt. In the morning wash 
and drain thoroughly, and put all in- 
to the cold vinegar, except the red 
ppers. Let boil twenty minutes slowly, 
requently turning over. Have wax melted 4 
a deepish dish, and, as you fill and cork, dip 
into the wax. The peppers you can put in to 
show to the best advantage. If you have over 
six jars full, it’s good to put the rest in a jar 
and cat from it for every dinner. Some a 
little tumeric for the ycllow color, but I never do. 

A sort of pickle sauce: Slice green tomatoes, 
onions, cabbage, cucumbers, u peppers. 
Let all stand covered with salt over night. 
Wash, drain, and chop fine. Be careful and keep 
as dry as possible. Totwo quarts of the hash, 
add four table-spoonfuls of American mustard- 
seed and two 12 two table-spoonfuls 
ground alspice, one yund cloves, two tea- 
spoonfuls of nd black pepper, one tea- 
spoonful of celery seed. Cover with sharp vin- 
egar, and boil slowly an hour. Put away in a 
stone jar, and eat when wanted. 

A good catsup: Boil one bushel of tomatoes 
until soft enough to rub thro asieve. Then 
add to the liquid a half-gallon of vinegar, 1 pints 
salt, 2 ounces of cloves, u — allspice, 3 
ounces good enne-pepper, five heads of gar- 
lic, skinned separated, 1 pound of sugar. 
Boll slowly until reduced to one-half. It takes 
about one day. Set away for a Week, boil over 
once, and, if too thick, thin with vinegar ; bottle 
and seal as for chow-chow. 

I should like to hear more about the adultera- 
tion of the ingredients that compose the food 
we must cat.

A FEW SIMPLIFICATIONS.

Hr Cam, June 22.—As Tun Tumor is 
found in the pretty paper-holder or on the mod- 
est “cefitre-table”’ of about every two farm- 
houses out of three in this vast Western coun- 
try, I venture to send a few labor-saving re- 
ceipts, thinking—although they may be as a 
tale thrice told to many—that here and there 
some hurried housewife, in the busy times 
of harvest and the ‘“threshers,” may 
be benefited by them. No molding- 
board or roller are necessary in making the fol- 
lowing biscuits, fried cakes, pies, etc., and so 
time is saved and considerable muss dispensed 
with. 

Bucuito— Mix a quart of sweet milk with half 
a cup of melted butter; stir in a pinch of salt, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking-powder, and flour 
enough for a stiff batter. Have the oven 
at abrisk heat. Drop the batter, a spoonful in 
a place,on buttered pana. They will bake in 
fifteen minutes. 

Fried Cakes—Three eggs, one cup sugar, one 
pint of new milk, salt, nutmeg, and four enough 
to permit the spoon to stand upright in the mix- 
ture; add two teaspoonfuls baking-powder and 
beat until very light. Drop by the dessert- 
spoonful into boiling lard. These will not ab- 
sorb a bit of fat, and are the least pernicious of 
the doughnut family. 

J For two plea warm two cups of sweet 
milk with two tableapoonfula of lard, add a 
pinch of galt, a dessert-apoonful baking-powder, 
and flour enough for a smooth batter, pour into 
two buttered ple-plates, and bake quickly. 
you intend fresh berrics or peaches for the pies, 
mash them with sufliciont sugar, split open the 
pastry, Which oughtn’t to be more than inch 
thick, spread the berries on the bottom crust, 
replace the top crust smoothly and firmly. 
They are good cold or warm. Apples, pieplant, 
and currants should be steamed or stewed be- 
tore using in this way. 

Cookies—Whites of two eggs, one l 
cup of milk, one cup of sugar, one-half cup of 
butter, two teaspoonfuls baking-powder, flavor 
with vanilla, rose, or nutmeg; flour enough for 
thick batter, beat thoroughly, drop in buttered 
pans, dust granulated sugar on top, and bake 
with dispatch. 

Good Graham Cakes—Two cups sweet milk,one 
cup sweet cream, the white of one egg beaten 
to froth, half a spoonful of salt, dessert-spoonful 
baking-powder, stir in sifted graham flour until 
quite thick, bake in muffin-rings or gem-tins 
until well browned on top. 

Nice Form of Coid Meats—Remains of boiled 
ham, mutton, roast beef, etc., are good chopped 
tinely witb hard boiled eggs, two heads of lettuce, 
a bit of Onion, and seasoned with mustard, oil, 
vinegar, and, if needed, more salt. Fix it 
smoothly in a salad dish, and adorn the edges 
with sprigs of parseley or leaves of curled let- 
tuce. Keep by the ice or ina cool place until 
wanted. 

Soup and Soups—In conclusion, [ want to sa 
a Üittle word for soups. I can’t believe, wit 
Dr. Amie Hale and your correspondent “ E.,“ 
that soup is too troublesome and too expensive 
for small families. Itis not at all necessary to 
keep a special fire for five hours every day in 
order to have at dinner a first course of soup. 
Nor need a good, savory, nutritious soup fora 
family of five cost more than 10 cents. There 
is no use hurling any remarks about 
‘‘swill-pails.”” Every housekeeper who knows 
anything of her kitchen and dining-room affairs 
knows there are usually nice clean fragments of 
roasts and broils left over, and that broth in 
which lamb, mutton, beef, and fowls have been 
boiled is in existence, and that twice a week or 
so there's a bowl of drippings from roasted 
meats. All these, when simmered with rice, 
macaroni, or well-chosen ee and judi- 
ciously seasoned, make g soups, and can be 
had without a special fire and without sending 
to the butcher’s for special meats. I name a few 
of the soups I make, and beg leave to add that 
they are pretty well received. I make them in 
small quantities, for nobody with three addi- 
tional courses before him wants to cat a quart 
of soup, you know! 

No. i—One pint of gook gravy, three cups 
boiling water, a slice of turnip and half an 
onion cut in small bits, two grated crackers. 


Simmer Wir an hour. 
No. 2—On troning-day cut off the narrow ends 
from two or three sirloin steaks, chop them into 


morsels and put in a stewpan With a little salt, 


a tablespoonful of rice, and a pint of cold water. 
Let it come slowly to a simmer, and simmer 
slowly for three bours. Then add water cnough 
to make a quart of soup, a tablespoonful of 
tomato-catsup, and a little browned our mixed 
with the yoik of an egg.

A CLEANSING FLUID. 
10 the Bdtter of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, June 22-—I send you an excellent 
recipe for a cleansing fluid. I have used it to 
wash alpaca, camel’s-hair, and other woolen 
goods, and find it invaluable for removing 
marks that little hands have made on furniture, 
carpets, rugs, etc.: Four oz. ammonia; 4 oz. 
white castile soap, 2 G. alcohol; 2 oz. glycer- 
ine, 2 oz. ether. Cut the soap fine; dissolve 
in 1 quart water over the fire; add 4 quarts 
water. When nearly cold add the other ingre- 
dients. This will make nearly 8 quarts, and 
will cost about 75 cents to make it. 
It must be put ina bottle and stoppered tight. 
It will keep good any length of time. When I 
wash dress goods I take a pail of lukewarm 
water, and put in about a teacupful of the 
fluid, shake around well in this, and then rinse 
1 clean water, and iron on wrong 
side w damp. For w from 
coat-collars, etc., I merely take a little of the 
fluid in a cup of water, apply with a clean rag 
and wipe well with a second clean rag. It w 1 
make everything woolen look bright and fresh.

Why the Primitive Church 
Was Organized. 


oe 


Condition of the World at the Time 
of Christ's Coming. 


A Methodist Preacher on the Doc- 
trine of Eternal Punish- 
mont. 


SUNDAY-SCILOOL LESSON, 
THE PRIMITIVE CHURCH OF euer. 

Our schouls to-day review the early liletory of 
the primitive Church of Christ, from the day 
of Pentecost to the trial of Btephen. We wish 
tu glance at the condition of the moral world 
which made the primitive Church a necessity. 

The promise “that the seod of the woman 
should crush the serpent’s head was iu due time 
fulfilled, but not until 4,000 years had passed 
away, and immense multitudes of people had 
lived and died. They all recognized God in one 
or many forms. All nations had peculiar rell- 
gious views, which they handed down to pos 


terity. 

At length we come to those nations who were 
wiser and more divinely favored than the rest, 
—the Greeks, the Romans, and the Jews,—and 
to three cities—Athens, Rome, aud Jerusalem 
destined to play an important part in executing 
God’s purposes. The Greeks and Romans nad 
many gods. No city or town was without 
prayers, without oracles, or without sacrinces in 
some form. Their great men were worshipers 
of the gods. Socrates taught his disciples to 
obey the inward voice of conscience. He died per- 
fectly resigned to the will of the gods, and witb 
firm hopes of afuture life. Plato had nobie@ 
views of religion. He was deeply interested in 
spiritual things, and made it the object of his 
life to acquire the greatest degree of holiness, 
and to make this life preparatory to a purer and 
higher one. He taught that men ought to cul- 
tivate a deep religious tone, and be obedient to 
the gods. The Greek people consulted their 
oracles and endeavored to secure the favor of 
their gods. They hoped by prayers, penances, 
and sacrifices to appease their wrath. ‘They 
sought aid from their deities to check diseases 
and destroy their enemies. In thetr efforts they 
fclt the need of their gods. 

Even Pericles, the great statesman of Athens, 
never he ta in public before he had prayed to 
the gods that not a word unsuitable to the oc- 
casion might pass his lips. Our religious teach- 
ers of the present day very properly follow the 
noble example of Pericles, who acted in harmo- 
ny with the light he had. Thus“Athens, so 
wonderfully rich in intellectual pore and art, 
recognized the influence of the gods. They 
loved wisdom and beauty. The works of their 
artists, poets, orators, philosophers, and histo- 
rians, are stil studied and admired in all our 
schools and universities. 

Rome had some good rulers, a Titus, a Tra- 
jan, an Antoninus Pius, but was cursed by 
monster tyrants, guilty of savage cruelty, ex- 
eessive prodigalitics, and deep licentiousness. 
The extensive Empire of e was ore 
the coming of Christ W losing its moral 
and religious strength. It sadly needed some 
new vital principle. The people had become 
demoralized. Their religion was nominal. In, 
the days of the republic Roman citizens 
were noted for their civil virtues— 
integrity and obedience to law. 
As time Rome wished to conquer the 
world. Civi power was ite constant aim. 
Everything must bend to the State. Religion 
and politics were united. As wealth from their 
conquests increased, lux and scnsuality 
augmented. The conque were deeply im- 
poverished, and the conquerors had the means 
of extra ce and ruin. History repeats 
itself even in the present century, and on the 
Western side of the Atlantic. 

The expectations of a coming Messiah were 
spreading. Roman historians tell us that a say- 
ing quite current in the Roman Empire waa, 
that in the East, and particularly in Judea, a 
new universal empire would soon be founded. 
In the rich and beautiful of Greece has 
of Jerusalem — language, but 
of Je em des t r e, but 
it became the language of the literary world. 
So that ultimately Rome gave the power and 
Athens the language by which a knowledge of 
the Christ and His cross was given to mankind. 
To Abraham and his seed was revealed the only 
true and living God. Judaism, therefore, es- 
sentially differs from beathenism. With the 
Greeks religion was a matter of fancy and of 
beauty; with the Romans it was of policy and 
utility; but with the Jews it was a concern of 
the heart. To keepit so, the Jewish nation 
were forbidden to have any Intercourse with the 
heathen, They were placed under law, and 
were obliged to regard certain rites and cere 
monies. God was, through His prophets, con- 
stantly communicating with them, The 
were His peculiar people, Th 
ly enough, exalted 
themselves and of their destiny, They aeemed 
the Mosale law and the temple worship to be 
—— and that the Jews were intended to 

iiesiouarios to all vations, and that Jehovah 
had communicated to thenal) the knowledge 
Ile purposed to give mankind, and they only 
could act as priesta and teachers for al) men. 
At Alexaudria wore Grecian deve, who lost their 
love of Jerusalem and of the Hebrew language, 
They employed men to translate the Scriptures 
into Greek, and used ft fntheir aynagogue wor- 
ship. These Grecian Jews at this literary city thus 
broke down the wall between heatheniam and 
Judaism, and, like the Athenians, they were al- 
ways secking for ce Even Paul in 
after times had that same trait of character. He 
was in favor of forgetting the past, and — 
ing forward to some rays of heavenly light that 
he saw in the dim future. 

The religions of the Greeks, Romans, and 
Jews had lost their power. They did not have 
much influence Epon the life, or give any com- 
fort in death. They did not satisfy the yearn- 
ings of the human heart. The Roman religion 
had only the name. Judaism had become self- 
righteous formalism. The period just before 
the coming of Christ was remarkable for its in- 
fidelity, superstition, and gross sensuality. Ro- 
man religion was degraded into a tool for polit- 
ical purposes and for cxalting desperate villains 
into the highest positions in Church and State. 
Now the time for the fulfilling of many prophe- 
cies had fully come. R of Rome and 
its dependencies were sadly corrupt, and were 
growing worse and worse. A new principle of 
life was absolutely needed. A second flood 
seemed to be the only thing that could wash so 
much moral filth away. 

The Roman Empire still included nearly the 
entire civilized world. The Greek language was 
almost universally spoken. Under such circum- 
stances the Messiah came. It required a 
culiar person to rouse the masses, who 
were 80 ony sunk in sin. A peculiar 
person came. Hecame with no display. He 
was humble, worked miracles, went about doi 

illustrating in His spot less life and in H 
— the highest type of virtue and piety. 
He proclaimed a pew way of saving men troin 
their sins. He came not to destroy the law and 
prophets, but to fulfillthem. He wished to dis- 
pel all moral darkness. He spoke to those who 
were in deep darkness. He totd them He was 
the light of the world, but they did not com- 
prehend Him. He came to His own, but His 
own received Him not.”

The Board of Trade voted yesterday to adjourn 
over from the afternoon of Saturday, July 1, to 
the morning of Wednesday, July 5, in honor of the 
national anniversary and Centenary. A facetious 
amendment to make the vacation extend over ten 
days did not prevail. 

The decision of the Arbitration Committee that 
80c per bu was a fair settling price on the late 
barley deal, has taken a good many of the shorts 
by surprise, and they yesterday expressed much 
dissatisfaction thereat. On the contrary, ‘‘the 
parties of the long part were jubilant over it. 
The matter will probably be carried to the Commit- 
tee on Appeals, and may even gofarther. It is not 
certain, however, that 80c has been definitely set- 
tled upon as the figure. The Arbitration Commit- 
tee did not announce its decision yesterday, and 
may have laid the case over till next Tuesday. 

A letter from Mount Carroll, in this State, says: 

Wheat will be almost a total failure, owing to 
the fy. It is not the chinch-bug, but the Hessian 
fly. There are some fields that will not be worth 
the cutting, and it ie getting worse every day. Our 
best farmers bere say that there never was as poor 
a prospect for wheat as we are having. Corn and 
oats are looking well.“ 

Another letter from Mount Carroll states that the 
farmers there are plowing up their spring wheat by 
acres. The writer had seen three fields the morn- 
ing of writing which were being plowed for 
buckwheat. 

A letter from Clear Lake, Cerro Gordo County, 
Ia., states that not one-half of the crop sown in 


won't work, I don't think. As far as we are con- 
cerned, it ise immaterial whether the market goes 
up or down, as we are about even or options and 
wheat purchased and in transit; so what we lose on 
our codfish we make up on our mackerel.” 

The recent slackness in wheat shipments ts easily 
accounted for by reference to the price of wheat in 
other markets as compared with our own. Wheat 
was quoted in New York yesterday at $1.12, and 
that was probably not far from the price of our 
straight No. 2. That figure only leaves 6c per bu 
to pay the expenses of transportation and selling 
in New York, after paying storage charges here. 
The difference stands little better in our favor if 
the comparison be made with Liverpool Of course 
little can be done in the way of shipmentof the 
speculative grade, so long as the situation is 
„ thusly“; and many parties in the trade regard 
the conditions of this market as decidedly too arti- 
ficial for permanence. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were generally slow 
yesterday, with more steadiness than usual, the 
fluctuations in prices being small. The weather 
was irregular, being hot early, wet subsequently, 
and cool and cloudy afterwards, while the receipts 
of grain were larger. These two sets of circum- 
stances pulled in opposite directions, about neutral- 
izing each other. There were few orders from out- 
side, either to buy or to sell, and the shipping move- 
ment dragged badly, with a further weakening in 
freights. 

There was a well-sustained demand for dry 
goods at steady prices. Groceries were quoted 
firm, with a liberal business in progress. Sugars 
have an upward tendency. Coffees also are strong- 
er than at the beginning of the week. Rice, sirtps, 
molasses, and other lines comparatively were 
steady. There was a fairly active movement in 
butter at firm rates. Cheese ruled quiet and un- 
changed. Jobbers of fish were fairly busy, and 
reported a firm market. Dried fruits were ordered 
freely by the country trade, and were steady in 
price. No changes were noted in bagging, leather, 
tobacco, coal, and wood. Prices of oils were the 
same as for Thursday. Paints and colors remain 
quiet and steady. 

The cargo-lumber market was quiet, though most 
of the stuff offered was sold early, the supply be- 
ing but little over half a dozen cargoes. The yard 
trade was fair. The wool market continues quiet, 
and prices rule easy. Timothy and clover seed 
were very scarce and firmer, under a moderate in- 
quiry. Other descriptions of sced remain quiet. 
Hops, broom-corn, and hay were quiet and un- 
changed. Green fruits opened active, but the rain 
soon interfered with trade, and afterwards the fruit 
sold slowly at irregular prices. Poultry was 
steady. Potatoes declined, and were very dull 
afterwards, the offerings being larger, and large 
lots were almost unsalable. 

Lake freights were dull, and nominally easier, 
at about 2%c for corn, 2%c for wheat, 
and 18e for oate, by eail to Buf- 
falo. Rail freighte were quiet and unchanged, 
agents asking 20c to New York, 18c to Philadel- 
phia, 17%cto Baltimore, and 25c to Boston, per 
100 Ibs. Through rates by lake and rail were 
quoted at 10@10%c for corn and 10%@llic for 
wheat to New York, and 12@12c on corn to New 
England points. Freight engagements were re-
